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SECTION 1. 



A Fondness for travelling being 
the charafteriftic of the Englilh, 
more than of any other nation ; . 
I imagined that I could not employ my 
time better than in the writing the fol- 
lowing fheets ; which I hope may prove 
acceptable to the public, as it is (to my 
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great furprife) the firft of that kind that 
has ever appeared in print. I am much 
concerned for my inability to execute it 
as I <:ould wifh •, but the only, and beft 
apology I can make, is, to abide by the 
truth, fet all partiality afide, and relate 
nothing but what has really occurred to 
my own obfervation. 

The love of my country, and the re- 
gard I entertain for its' intercfts, have 
always a place in my thoughts : through 
my whole conduft, and in all my obfer- 
vations, ftill are thofe points in view; 
and happy fhould T efteem myfelf, if their 
,rcfults would conduce in the leaft degree, 
to the advantage, improvement, or pre- 
caution, of any of my worthy fellow 
countrymen. 

Thefe, it is to be hoped, are motives 
very fufficient to induce me to an under- 
taking of this nature •, through the whole 
of which, I (hall ufe my utmoft endea- 
vours not only to make the tour, frugal, 
pleafing, and advantageous, but alfo to 
avoid the many inconveniences and impo- 
fitions, which muft naturally occur to all 
thofe who travel, that have not had a 
previous intimation of them. 

I muft beg leave to obferve, it is a 
general conceived notion in England, that 

it 
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it is neceflaiy to have a confiderable for- 
tune to make the tour of France • fo it is, 
I confefs, if a man is determined to be a 
dupe to Frenchmen, and enter into all the 
follies, vices^ and fopperies, of that vain, 
fuperficial people -, but I can with vera- 
city declare, that during eighteen months 
I was abroad, it did not coft me ir,ol. 
fterling. In this time 1 learned their 
language ; made myfclf acquainted with 
their laws, culloms, and manners ; never 
omitted examining, with care, all the cu- 
riofities worthy a ftranger's infpcction •, 
always appeared in genteel company •, 
kept my fervant when in a town -, and, in 
all refpeds, fupported v/ith reputation, 
the charadter I affumed. 

While I afted on this plan (which pro- 
ceeded not more from oeconomy, than a 
patriotic difpofition) how frequently did I 
with concern fee our young nobility and 
gentry, who, even travelling for their 
education, fpent > their money and time, 
little to their own improvement, or the 
credit of their country, frequently col- 
ledting mobbs in the ftreets, by throwing 
money from their windows •, and in their 
daily adlions confirming Frenchmen in 
their unalterable opinions, that the Eng- 
li(h arc all immenfely rich ; and conie- 

B 2 quently 
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quently can afford to pay double what a 
Frenchman will for the fame article. 

People in trade find the Englifh cuftom 
fo vafcly beneficial, that they have their 
lookers-out on purpofe to bring them to 
their (hops and taverns, who have a fliare 
in the impofitions arifing : of this I was 
forewarned by an honefl Frenchman, who, 
early on my going into France, advifed 
me never to offer more than one half of 
what tliey aflced me ; and, mod frequent- 
ly, I bought what I wanted at that rate. 

It would be needlefs to addrefs myfeli^ 
on this occafion, to gentlemen of large 
fortunes, who travel with equipages and 
fervants •, they even in their own conntry 
will meet with many impofitions, which 
a gentleman travelling privately muft na- 
turally avoid: yet this one article I (hall 
recop'imend to them, not to take abroad 
their own poft chaifes, as their flight 
llrufture is by no means calculated for 
the heavy pavement of the French roads; 
having known feveral gentlemen obliged 
to ft II them for no other reafon. 

I fliall now proceed to equip my adven- 
turer in the following manner. 

Should he be an officer, I would have 
him by all means carry with him his uni- 
form regimentals j that being the moft 
3 re{pe(S- 
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refpeftable drels he can pofTibly appear 
in, and which,' in a great meafure, ex- 
cludes him from many impolitions ; and 
entitles him to mefs v/ith the French offi- 
cers in any town he may chufe to rcfide 
at. This, of all fchemes, is the moll 
eligible for him, as they are moft of them 
extremely friendly; menof ftrift honour, 
and will, at all times, prevent his being 
impofed on •, as the privileges they en- 
joy * (tho' their pay is fo vaftly inferior 
to ours) make them not only rcipcclcd, 
but feared by people in bufinefs. They 
ajl fpeak good French ; are very ready to 
fet him right in tlieir language j and as 
long as he behaves like a man of honour 
among them, he is fure to receive every 
civility in their power to grant : for their 
attachment to the Englifh officers, (and 

* A French officer is exempted from all taxes ' 
except the pole-tax, which is very trifling: there is 
a duty upon every article, tho' the produce of 
France, which when he buys, is taken ofF: thcfe, 
with many other advantages, and the cxceffive 
cheapnefs of every neceflary oflife, make their pay 
adequate (if not fuperior) to the Britifh ofiiccrs.^" 
Thofe of the navy have the fame pay in peace as in 
war; a captain of a frigate's appointment being 
3C00 livres, and a lieutenani's 1500, which enables 
them to live genteel, confequently refpeded where- 
ever they go.

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indeed the Englifli in general, from their 

generous and unprecedented conduft to 

them, when prifoners in the late war) 

makes them folicitous to ferve them: 

thefe, preferable to all others in France^ 

are the men he ftiould endeavour to be 

moft intimate with-, and it is in every 

Englilh gentleman's power to be fo in a 

little time, by frequenting the military 

coffee-houfe : but let him not too readily 

cultivate acquaintance ; let him firft take 

a little time to make prudent obfervati- 

ons 5 and thofe whom he fees are moft 

refpecled among themfelves, are the men 

I would recommend to his intimacy ; for 

in their corps, as in ours, fome do not 

merit, being taken notice of. 

It will now and then be requifitc to alk 

them to his chamber to breakfaft, which 

is all the expence attending it \ as he will 

dine and fup with them at their auiergCy 

or tavern : this expence is feldom morc^ 

and moft frequently lefs, than 50 livrea 

a month •, which is little more than twa 

guineas •, a livre being about ten-pence 

fterling-, for which he. is found a dinner 

and fupper, with a defert of fruit, cheefe„ 

and fweet-meats ; and as much wine a$^. 

he will drink •, which (except in time of 

LentX 
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Lent; an Englifli man^ in health may 
always make a fhift: with-- 
it may not be improper here to let you 
into the nature of the French coins, which 
you muft pay a ftrift obfervance to, as 
they are difficult to diftinguifli from each 
other; and without proper notice, you 
will be frequently cheated when buying 
fcnall matters.

A deux fols, or two-pence French, one 
penny Englifli, is the moft common fniall 
coin in France, and hath an L upon it, 
and is near the fize of our fix-pence, but 
IS copper, with a white or filverifh mix- 
ture", and twelve of thefe make a vingt- 
quatre fols piece, or one fliilling Englilh. 

They have alfo another fmall piece of 
much the fame fize and colour, but not 
quite fp white, and fomewhat thinner, 
which is one fol and an half, tljrec half- 
pence French, or three farthings Englifh. 

AH C O P P E R. 

A fol, or fous, is a piece of copper 
like our h^fpenny, value one penny 
French, or one halfpenny Englilh ; twenty 
four of thefe make an Englifh Ihilling. 

A deux liard piece is half a fol French^ 
or a farthing Englifh, and alike to it. 

A liard, or farthing French, is the 
value of half a farthing Englifli. 

N. E. No coin of a former reign wilt 
'pafs in this king's time, all the coins be- 
ing called in upon the demife of their 
Itings. Travellers fliould therefore be 

careful not to rec-eive any old. com ii> 

change. 
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change, as they will meet with great dif- 
ficulty in getting it off again. 

An Englifli guinea pafles in France for 
twenty-four livrcs only, or twenty (hil- 
lings Englifli ; fo that gentlemen lofe a 
Ihilling-by every guinea they change in 
France. 

Bank notes are not negotiable in France; 
and it is extremely difficult to get them 
changed in any towns ; in fome places, 
abfolutely impoffible. 

If you draw, while abroad, on a banker 
in France, you generally are charged fe- 
ven or eight pounds per cent, difcompt ; 
but if on a French merchant, who wants 
to tranfmit money to London, it is gene- 
rally done at par : this laft is therefore th« 
moft faving method, but then you mufl: 
always wait till they have a confirmation 
that your bill is honoured. 

Into a fmall trunfc I would have you 
put a dozen of fhirts ; they ought to be 
much coarfer than the Englifli in general 
wear them-, otherwife, their flovenly 
manner of wafliing (which is by beating 
them •^ith a board againft a ftone in cold 
water) will foon oblige you to buy others; 
half a dozen pair of ftioes •, a pair of- 
boots, and buckfkin breeches, would be 
requifite; as the French leather is not 

B 5 proof 
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proof againft water: your ftockings, 
fhould be Tilk, which is the fafhion of 
France, even among the meaneft mecha- 
nics \ thefe^ with the cloaths on your 
back^ and the hat on your head, with the 
beft French diftionary and grammar ex- 
tant, are all the luggage you ought to 
take \ for at the firft town you propofe 
to refide at, you fhould fit out a la mode 
de France^ and continue fo as long as you 
ftay in that country : don't think this ad- 
vice unfeafonablc ; as an Englifh drefs, is 
a fufficient objeft for French knavery : it 
would be wrong to buy more things at a 
time than are requifite ; as you can re- 
cruit your (lock at every town you come 
to, or chufe to continue at for fome time. 
I had almoft forgot two neceflary articles 
called a knife and fork-, which if you 
negleft taking with you, you'll often rua 
the hazard of lofmg your dinner •, it be- 
ing the cuftom of thofe very polite people 
(women, as well as men) to lug out their 
great Iharp- pointed knives when going ta 
their meals ; as there are feldom any laid 
on the table, except called for ; and whert 
they appear (if they had any edge) an 
Englilhman would fuppofe they were 
made to ftick a roafting pig -, and as to 
their forks, which are made in the fhape 

of 
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of fpoons, with three prongs, they are 
equally ufelefs, or unhandy. 

To an Englifhman it feems very ftrangc 
to go into an inn and make a bargain for 
his bed, his fupper, his horfes and fer- • 
vants, before he eats or fleeps ; yet this is 
common in France, and tor a ftranger . 
even nectflary •, for though you will meet 
with no kind of civil reception at the 
inns upon the road in France, as with us, 
at your entrance •, you will meet with an 
exorbitant bill (without this precaution) 
at your departure •, therefore, when you 
come to an inn, where you intend to ftay ■ 
all night, or to dine, a(k the price of 
your room and bed, and order a fupper 
or dinner at thirty, forty, fifty, or fixty 
fols per head ; you will then be well ferved 
with, perhaps, many difties, any one of 
which, had you ordered in particular, 
would have been charged treble. 

It will naturally occur to you to get 
letters of credit on Meffrs. Foley, Wolfe *, 
or fome other banker at Paris, and thefe 
will be fufficient to conduft you through 
France, as they will give you recom- 

• I recommend Wolfe, who lives in the Rue 
St. Anne, as the politeft, and moft reafonable : 
he is a man of great tafte, and particularly atten- 
tive to his countrymen. 

B 6 niendations 
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mendations from town to town; with- 
out which, if you have ever fo much 
money in your pocket, you will neither 
be well received, or refpefted: if you 
can procure other letters to any of the 
creditable inhabitants of a town, they 
will be greatly inftrumental to your pair- 
ing your time more agreeably, as the 
French arc always fond of company ; and, 
indeed, fhcw great hofpitality to ftran- 
gers, when genteely recommended. 

In any town you chufe to refide at, you 
fhould, foon after your arrival, pay your 
compliments to the intendant, and other 
principal officers : this method is not 
only genteel, but political, as you may 
have many caufes for redrels, from the 
natural injuftice, and inclination to vil- 
lainy, hourly praftifed by the common- 
people ; and whilftyou are an inhabitant . 
of any town in France, you are under the 
proteftion of the intendant, and have a 
right to claim it, whenever occafion of- 
fers ; and fliould he be flow in the admi- 
niflration of juftice fas indeed they too 
frequently are) there is our ambafTador at 
Paris to- renionftrate to ; who, if he 
pleafes, may get him moft feverely repri- 
manded for not having done his duty. I 
may venture to aflTert, (from fome cir:- 

cumflances 
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cumftances wherein I myfelf was con- 
cerned) that were the Englilh to exert 
themfelves with becoming fpirit, in apply- 
ing for juftice to the fountain head, when 
ill treated, they would not have fo often 
occafion to do it; and might be more 
certain to meet with lefs difficulties, bet- 
ter treatment and refpeft, whilft on their 
travels : but I am concerned to obferve, 
that moft of them being too indolent ta 
put themfelves to a little trouble or ex- 
pence, in defence of juftice, will pay a 
moft impofing bill, and too frequently 
put up with abufive treatment -, which is 
(in my opinion) inconfiftent with the cha- 
rafter of a man of honour. I have 
known thefe rafcals, when they have fall- 
en into the hands of proper fpirited men,, 
made fuch fevere examples of, that the 
very name of an Englifti man, fpread a 
terror, and was refpefted ever after in 
the country where it happened : v/hcre- 
fore it is obvious from what I have faid, 
that the impofitions and difrefpeft which 
travellers meet with, totally proceed from 
their own indolence -, and that they are 
not equally refpe£ted through all France, 
is entirely owing to the fame caufe*

From. London to Calais. 

TIP ON 'Change every day is to be met 
with the mafter of a French trader y 
whofe price to Calais, Dunkirk, or Bou- 
logne, is only a guinea each paflenger : 
the paflage is commonly made in fixieen, 
or twenty hours : this fcheme is more- 
commendable than going to Dover v 
where, ftiould you chance to be wind- 
bound, it will coft you at leaft half a 
guinea a dayj hDwever, that you may 
take your choice, I fhall here give an 
account of the different method of per- 

* forming thi« journey, either by poft, or 
in the Dover machine, which lets out 

• from the Golden Crofs, at Charing-Crofs ; 
and another from the Crofs-Keys and 

. Spread Eagle, in Gracechurch-ftreet : the 
fare for each pafTengcr is twenty fhillings-, 

. and the journey is performed in one day; 
the diftance frcm London to Dover is 
feventy-two miles. 

If you rather chufe to travel poft, I 
muft alfo inform you, that unlefs you go 
to the Marquis of Granby's Head, at 
Dartford, you will be compelled to pay a 

fhilling 
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fhilling per mile for .your poft chaife ; but 
if you take that inn firft, their driver will 
condu6t you to to the proper houfes 
throughout, to avoid that firft impofition. 

The Ship Inn upon the quay at Dover, • 
is the beil and moil reafonable houfe-, 
the landlady, Mrs. Jones, being admi- ■ 
rably cut out for the great ihare of bufi- 
nefs fhe has from ft rangers palling be- 
tween the two kingdoms. 

The paffkge in the packet, from Dover • 
to Calais, is only half a guinea each peribn ; 
the diftance being no more than twenty-one . 
miles : the hire of a whole veffel to your- 
felf, is precifely the fame from Dover to - 
Boulogne as from Dover to Calais, five 
guineas ; and by going to Boulogne, in- 
ftead of Calais, you will fave the expence 
of travelling twenty-four miles by land. 

Moft of the Dover packet- boats are the 
property of one man, or one fet of men ; 
by which mean^ they endeavour to keep 
up the price to five guineas : however, 
there are one or two bye-boats that will 
carry you over for three guineas ; but 
thefe cannot always be procured. 

When a gentleman hires a packer- 
boat from Dover to Calais, let him infill 
upon being carried into the harbJur in 
the (hip, without paying the leaft regard 

to 
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to the reprefentations of the mafter ; when 
he tells you it is low v/ater, or the wind 
is in your teeth, lay, you will flay on 
board till it is high water, or the wind 
conr.es fa/ourable-, and if he fees you re- 
folute, he will find means to bring the 
Ihip into the harbour, or at leaft to con- 
vince you^ that it ablblutely is not in his 
power. ] mention this, becaufc nothing 
is fo great a deception to people unufed 
to objedts from the fea, as the diftance it 
is to high land; and the boatmen will 
demand almoft as much for rowing you to 
fhore as you gave for your whole pafTage* 

I (hall fuppofe you now landed at Ca- 
lais, your trunk iearched at the Bureau, 
and lodged at either the Silver Lion, 
Hotel d'Angleterre, pr Table RoyaU ex- 
travagant houles all ! therefore let your 
flay in this town, be as fhort as poffible ; 
walk round the ramparts ; and when you 
have examined the fortifications, (which 
you may do without interruption, if you 
have a cockade in your hat,) you will 
have fecn every thing worthy a ft ranger's 
inf9ec5tion. 

The map which is prefixed to this 
bool{; is accuracely engraved, from the 
beft aathorities, fhews the rout of the 
poft roads of the kingdom of France, 

and 
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and will inform you with great exadfnefs, 
throughout the kingdom, the names of 
every town and village you go through, 
and the diftance it is from Paris. 

In your walks buy le nouveau voyage de 
France \ that is, " The new voyage of 
France;" it is in two pocket volumes, 
and will coft you only five livres ; thefe 
books are extremely neceflary and enter- 
taining upon the road, as they furnifh 
maps of every rout you can take, and are 
eflentially ufeful in the towns, as they 
wiil point out to you their curiofities^ 
fituations, manufactures, number of the- 
inhabitants, and every thing elfe you 
CQuld wifh to learn, without afking a- 
fingle queftion. 

The price is fixed for the porters who. 
carry your baggage to the cuftom-houfc^ 
or your inn, at fix-pence each parcel \ 
which, whether 200 weight or ten pounds^ 
is exaftly the fame. 

Polling is much more eafy, convenient 
and reafonable, upon a juft comparifon 
of all circumftances, in England than in 
France. The Englifli carriages, horfes^ 
hartiefs, and roads, are better-, and the 
poftilions more obliging and alert •, the 
reafon is plain and obvious ; if I am ill 
ufed in England, I can be accommodated 

clfe- 
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clfewhere \ but in France, the poft is mo-- 
nopolized, and the poftmafter's and dri- 
vers knowing the traveller, depends en- 
tirely on them, are more negligent, and 
more encouraged to infolence and impofi- 
tion ; nor can you have any redrefs, ex- 
cept by a formal complaint to the comp- 
troller of the polls, who is generally one- 
of the minifters of ftate, and pays litde 
or no regard to any fuch reprefentations : 
another inconvenience that attends port- 
ing in France is, that if you are retarded 
by any accident, you cannot in many 
parts of the kingdom find a lodging, 
-without perhaps travelling two or three 
pofts farther than you would chufe to gp^ 
to the prejudice of your health, and even 
danger of your lifej whereas, on any 
part of the poft road in England, you 
will meet with good accommodation at 
every ftage. 

The poft-houfes on this road only find 
you horfes -, fo you muft hire a chaife at 
Calais to carry you to Paris, the price 
is from two guineas and an half, to three- 
guineas, according to their goodnefs. 

The French poft chaifes have only two 

wheels -, and when one perfon is in them, 

muft have two horfes ; and if two people, 

they muft have three. 

When. 
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When the carriage has four wheels, 
there miift be four horfes and two dri- 
vers ; but in cafe there flwuld be three 
perfons in it, you are charged at the rate 
of five horfes ; and if four perfons, you 
muft have fix. If a perfon extra is in the 
carriage, or a fervant behind, you are ob- 
liged to pay at the rate of one horfe- (25 
fols) for every fuch perfon. It will fome- 
times happen, when feveral chaifes have 
gone the lame road before you, that the 
j)oft-houfes cannot fupply you with all the 
horfes you require, and rather than wait 
for the return of wearied Iiorfes, you go 
on to the next ftage without your full 
number ; yet in that cafe you are obliged 
to pay for the whole number prefcribed in 
the ordonnance. The price of each horfe 
is twenty-five fols for each pofl:, and five 
fols is the pay fixed by the ordonnance 
for each driver, though it is ufual to give 
them ten fols, unlets they milbehave. 
There are a few Poftes Royales, viz* at 
Paris, Verfailles, Lyons, and at all other 
places wherever the king is, and during 
the time the court is held there ; at thefe 
pofts you always pay double, both .at 
entering and going out. 

From Calais to Paris is thirty-two pofts, 
and the lail is a royal one, which makes 

it 
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it 'at the rate of tliirty-three •, but to make 
it more familiar, I give you an example* 
of the cxpences of going poll from Calais 
to Paris.

The 
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The difference occafioncd by four 
-wheels, which appears but trifiing in this 
inftance, will, however, in going from 
Calais to Marfeilles, arife to a corifider- 
able fum, as will more readily appear, 
when you confider that the diftance is 
about one hundred and forty pofts, in- 
cluuing the royal pofts ; and therefore 
two perfons in the poft chaife mull have 
one hundred and forty addititional hories, 
and as many drivers; but if you fhoulcl 
be alone, you will have the fame num- 
ber of drivers, and double that number 
of horfes extraordinary to pay for. 

If you' rather chufe to ride poft on horfe- 
back, at your return to the inn, enquire 
if there is any company going to Paris ; 
who, without the leaft ceremony, ycu 
fhould-wait on, of whatlbever nation they 
may be, and tell them you would be glad 
to join company with them : this may ap- 
pear ftrange to an Englifti man ; but it is 
what is praftifed in France every day : 
by this jriethod of adting, you will have 
only one horfe to pay for; which, of 
courfc, will fave you one half of your ex- 
pences ; otherwife, you muft take a guide 
with you. 

There is what they call a ftage coach 
from Calais to Paris 5 by which you may 

fend 
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fend your trunk -, but by no means think 
of entering into this dilingenious French 
invention, - which is more Uke to Noah's 
Ark, than any thing clfe I can compare 
it, and is feven days on its journey to 
Paris,

Should you fet out in the morning, you 
will breakfaft at Boulogne, an antient, 
-dirty fea-port town •, but, if you have any 
time, vifit the citadel, or high town, which 
is all that's worthy your obfervation. 

You will dine at Abbeville -, fituated 
on an eminence-, a neat, pretty town, and 
not far diftant from the fca ; well inha- 
bited by people of fafliion; and every 
kind of provilion extremely cheap, but 
by no means calculated for an Englilh 
man to refide at, who would learn the 
French language with any correftnels ; 
as it is the moft corruptly fpoken there. 
The pairing Montreuil (which is at a few 
miles diftance, and fituated on a lofty 
liill) fhould remind us of the memorable 

adions 
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aftions of our great countryman the duke 
of Marlborough; who, notwithftanding 
the whole country round it was laid under 
water, (which they can do upon a flood- 
tide by fluices that have a communica- 
tion with the fea>) yet found means to 
bribe the governor ; who, in paffive obe- 
dience, ordered the fluices to be opened 
in the night upon the ebb -, and in the 
morning, that experienced general was in 
pofleflion of the out-works \ and in a few 
days after, mafl:er of the town : however, 
the governor was not fufpedted ; and all 
would have been v/ell, had not the duke 
imprudently (in an amorous fit, I fup- 
pofe,) revealed that important fecret to 
Sarah his dutchefs, who fet it a gt)ing, 
and on it went, till it reached the ears of 
Louis XIV. who ordered the governor 
a reward due to his infidelity. 

As I advifed you not to take up your 
abode at Abbeville, on account of the 
infufferable jargon fpoke there ; let me 
point out to you for that purpofe, Amiens, 
the capital of Picardie ; at which place 
you will arrive the next day : this is a 
clean, though antient town, very difagree- 
able in the autumn, or in winter, as it 
rains mofl: of that time : but, in the fpring 
and fummer, there are few plealanter 

towns 
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towns in all France. It is fituated cm the 
banks of the river Sommc, in the midit 
of a moft beautiful, fertile, and extcnfivc 
plain> abounding with game, which yo«. 
are at liberty to purfue whenever you' 
ple'afe ; as I imagine you have paid your* 
compliments to the principal officers as 
before direfted. 

The ramparts all round the town af-. 
ford moft delightful walks ; as do fcveral 
of the outlets •, and there are frequent 
amufements upon the water in fummer,^ . 
and abundance of genteel company refide 
there ; always a battalion of infantry, and - 
a detachment of the king's body-guards. 
There is generally a concert once a week,' 
which is open to all ftrangers ; and they 
have a mall as genteely frequented as any . 
of the walks at Paris. 

There is a French perfon whofe name 
is Goafoong, or Gofiiong, as the Englifli 
pronounce it, that lives near the cathe- 
dral, who takes in boarders at 600 livres; 
twenty-five guineas per annum, and has 
moft commonly fome Parifian gentle- 
men, of whom (if you are not idle) you 
may eafily learn the true French accent.' 
I mention this, as fome might not chufc 
to mefs with the French officers. 

» 

C Where^ 
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Wherefore, any gentleman who wants 
to get hold of the P'rench language, be- 
fore he goes to Paris, cannot (in my opi- 
nion), do better, than fpend at leaft fix 
months in this town, as it is little fre* 
quented by the Englifh ; (except in paff- 
ii^) who, when they get together (as at 
Paris,) will naturally fpeak their own mo- 
ther tongue ; confequently prevent their 
attaining the French language. You may 
there get a monk to come morning and 
evening to inftrudt you for half-a-guinea 
a month ; and for the fame price you 
will be moft pleafingly accommodated 
with a chamber near the cathedral, which 
is the gentecleft quarter of the town : you 
will be furnifhed with a fcrvant for twen- 
ty-four fols, that is, a ihilling a day, who 
folds himfelf lodging, and all other ne- 
cefiaries : however, fhould you not chance 
to make any ftay at Amiens, you ought 
by all means to vifit the Chateau d*eau, 
. that is the water caftle, and the cathedral \ 
the. latter was built by the Englifh in the 
Gothic tafte, and is, by much, the moft 
ftiperb edifice of the kind that I faw 

^ throughout France. 

, - This town is thirty leagues from Paris, 
thirty-one from Calais ; has fourteen 

* churches, and is fuppofcd to contain 

3O5OOO 
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30^000 inhabitants. It is extremely com* • 
mercial, on account of the vaft manufac- 
tories caf ricd ort there in the woollen way, % 
fych ta pluihes^ camblets, ferges, &c. 

There is no town of any confequencf 
between Amiens and Paris, though it is 
well worth your while to ftop dt Chantilly, 
and vifit the palace, piark, and gardens 
of the prince of Conti, which, to examine 
with c^rc, will take you up a day ; the 
ftables are magnificent beyond defcrip- 
tion •, and the whole "mW open to you 
new fcenes of pleafures every moment : if 
the. prince fliould be there, it will be no * 
manner of hindrance to your feeing them, 
as his affability makes him extremely • 
polite on thefe occafions. 

You will frequently fee in the road, 
feveral miles diftant from this terreftrial 
paradife, hares, partridges, and pheafants, 
enjoying, with the moft undaunted affur- 
ance, the happy proteftion of this abfo- 
lute prince ; tor to kill any of them, is 
no lefs than perpetual flavery to the 
gallies. 

From this place you will pafs through 
St. Denis, which is the burial-place of 
the royal family •, and where all the jewels 
of the crown are depofited ) but as it is 
within two leagues of Paris, it will not 
V ' C 2 h^ 
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be neccflary to flop, as you may makc.it 
an agreeable d^y's recreation, during 
your refidence in the metropolis of all 
France, where you are now condu£ted 
to.

Paris Poft-Royal. 

From Calais to Liflc by this rout> it \$ 
thirteen pofts* 

Dunkirk is the capital of a fine fruit- 
ftil territory, and a place of good trade, 
being a free port^ its fortifications coft 
Louis XIV. immenfe funis of money, 
but are now deftroying, agreeable to the 
Jaft treaty of peace. As a citizen of the 
world, it would grieve one to fee fo fine 
an harbour deftroyed'> as Engliflhmen, it 
ought to raife very oppofite reflexions. 
The town is neatly buik, the ftreets large, 
regular, and well paved : the town- houft 
is a good building, over-againft which is 
the Jefuits church, with its college, which 
is worth feeing; the principal church, 
dedicated to St. John, has a very hand- 
fome choir, and fifteen chapels, among 
which, that dedicated to St. George, is 

C 3 rcccv^xkr 
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remarkable for an excellent pi6hire of 
this faint, by Rubens. Here are abun^ 
dance of religious houfes ; and, among the 
reft, two Englifh nunneries : the other 
things worth notice, are the arfenal, the 
cafernes for the garrifon, magazines, and 
mathematical fchooL Towaixl» the canal 
are very pleafant walks, with a mall, well 
planted with trees. The White Hart if 
the;beft inn in this town, and is kept by 
%n Englifhmanj but, above all others, 
avoid the Conciergerie, kept by pne WaU 
bough, where you will be fubjeft to the 
hlgheft impdfitfon, though yo» Wfli»meet 
wich very indifferent entertainment. • 

Bergiies is a fmall town, but indiffe- 
jrently built, and the ftreets very irregu- 
lar : it contains Seven churches, and a 
college of Jefuits j but nothing remark- 
able. 

Ypres, fitikted^in the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands, is a large town, regularly for- 
tified, having the advantage of fluices, by 
which it can lay the neighbouring country 
under water. The ftreets are, in general^ 
broad, and well paved •, and the market- 
place, the largeft in, Flanders, and fui^ 
rounded with piazzas : in the middle is h 
fine fountain erefted by Louis XIV. The 
cathedral is a noble Gothic building ; 

the 
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the fide altars are all encompafled with 
pillars pf brafs ; the choir is noble, and 
the painting exceeding good : the Jefuits 
have a handibipe college and church here ; 
on the altar of the chapel is a picture of 
the refurredtign, admirably executed. The 
town-houfe, which was built for a ftaple 
hall for Englifh wool, is of ftone, fix 
hundred feet in front, and adorned with 
the ftatues of the dukes of Brabant, and 
carls of Flanders : it has a very hand- 
fome tower, in which the archives of the 
town are kept. The trade of this place 
confifts in the filk and woollen manufac- 
tory, but chiefly in linen, which they fend 
to Holland to be bleached j whence, in . 
foreign markets, it obtains the name of 
Holland. 

Lisle, few cities in Europe furpals 
this for its fituation, regularity ojf its 
ftrcets and fortifications : whence it is ge- 
nerally called Little Paris. The market- 
place, from whence all the great ftreets 
run, is divided into two by a fine Ex- 
change, built after the manner of that of 
London, with four gates, from which you 
go into the market-place : the ftreet 
called La Rue Royale,* is one of the 
longeft, ftraighteft, and moft uniform in 
Europe, extending from the marketr 
place to the citadel, near an. Englifh mile, 

C 4. X\sexfi^ 
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There are feveral fquares furrounded with 
handfome houfes ; particularly that of the 
Mint : the principal church is dedicated 
to St. Stephen ; the choir is very fine : in 
the chapel of Notre Dartic de la Trielle, 
is the tomb of" Lewis earl of Flanders, 
remarkable for feveral brafs ftatues of 
divers princes of this family. The 
church of St. Catherine is worth feeing, 
the tabernacle and front being efteemed 
hy the curious. The college of St. Mau- 
rice is worth taking notice of for the 
magnificence of the great altar, and its 
fine marble pulpit : the paintings of the 
chapel of=St. Druon are the fineft in this 
city. The number of churches in this 
town are fifty y mod of which deferve your 
attention. Here is alfo a magnificent 
hofpital, and an indifferent theatre, but 
fome good comic aftors: hackney coaches 
ply here as in London, at half the price, 
And much better carriages. The garri-* 
fon, even in time of peace, confifts of 
10,000 men. The Diligence fets out 
from this place for Paris in two days : 
the price for each paflenger is about fifty 
livres, for which the coachman finds you 
in every thing during your journey. 

Lens, is a fmall town in the French 
Netherlands, about eight miles north of 

. Arrasj 
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Airas, which contains nothing remark- 
able. It was formerly well fortified, but 
has been fince difmantled. 

Arras, one of themoft antient cities 
of the Low Countries, being the Roman 
Atrebatum, is a large populous town,, 
fituated on the river Scarpe, upon a hill : 
it is divided into two parts, oneof which 
is called the Town, and is the largeftr 
and the other the City : they arc both 
well fortified, being furrounded with a 
ftrong wall, with high ramparts^ two 
large ditches, and a citadel, repaired by 
the celebrated Vauban. The town is in* 
general well built,, the ftreets broad, and 
the market-places, fpacious ;; the Great 
marketrplace is of a great lengthy and the 
houfes built with piazzas like thofe in 
Covent-Garden. In^ the Little market- 
place adjoining; flands the Town-houfe,. 
.a magnificent building. The churches 
and chapels ia this ciry are above an 
hundred,, fome- of which are worth fee- 
ing, particularly that of the barefooted 
Carmelites.. The cathedral is fituatcd in 
that part called the City ; it is an old Go- 
thic building; on the fteeple is a clock 
with little brafs ftatues that ftrike the bell 
every hour: the church. is adorned with 
chapels and altars of brafs and marble, 

C 5 and. 
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•and fine fculf)tures and paintings. Hefr 
is kept, in a. filver cafe, enriched with 
pearls and diamonds, a kind oftEtann^ 
whith looks like vbooI, that they fay fell 
from heaven in 371, in the time of a 
"great drought, aiKi is now carried in pro- 
ceflion whenever they want rain : but the 
greateft beauty of Arras is the royal ab- 
feey of St. Vedaft, whofe revenue amounts 
to 20,000 crowns a year. This abbey is 
truly a royal palace, and the church one 
ef the fined in the Netherlands, for the 
beautiful feats of the monks, the pidlures 
on the altars, and the noble cupola on 
the top, or for the fint? tombs of kings 
and princes buried here : among other 
monuments is that of Theodoric, one of 
tlie tirft kings of France, who died in 
690.- This tov/n carries on a good trade 
in both linen and woollen manufaftures •, 
but is chiefly famous for its tapeftry, 
which art was firft invented here. 

Pi!:RONNE„ a large populous town^ 
fituated on* the north bank of the river 
Somme, is one of the keys of the king- 
ctom, being very ftrong by art as well as: 
mature :• it cohtainsr three churches, ai 
collegiate one, and a college, neither o£ 
which arcL worth a traveller's remarJiing, 
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Senlis, anciently called Sylvaneftum^ 
fituated on the fide of a hill, at the foot 
of which runs the little river Nannette, 
has fome old fortifications, feven parochial 
and two collegiate churches. Here are 
the ruins of an old caftle, and fome other 
Jbuildings, which are fuppofed to be the 
i¥ork of the ancient Romans. lii the 
neighbourhood of this town are feveral 
£ne feats 2 viz. Chantilly, belonging to 
the prince de Conde, remarkable for* its 
magnificent ftables, parks and gardens v 
a particular accounjc of which will be, 
given in another place, Liancourt,, Vcr- 
neuil, Anet, Dreux, &c 

^here is alfo another Road to Lisle, tfiro^ 
St. Omer's, which is the near.efi^ being 
only eleven Fofts and an half.

St. Omer's, fituated on the river Aa,, 
in' the province of ^rtois, is a largfe po- 
pulous town, very ftrong by nature and 
art. The ftreets ar-c long and fpacious-;. 
rii# cathedral, an old Gothic building, is a 
very beautiful one : there aj-e a great', 
many religious houfes ; that of the Jefuits 
is an. handfome ftrudure ; it confifts of 
two large fquares, and is- equal to any of 
the colleges at Oxford ; but the principal 
beauty of this place, is the magnificent 
abbey of St. Bei un>. which^is a fine piece 

of' 
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of architcfture : the church is very beau-^ 
tlfiil ; and fvom^ die top of tHe fteeple oit 
a clear day^ the coaft of England may be - 
feen. Near this town is a fpacious lak« 
full of floating iflands, which, in fummer 
afford a delicious profpeft. This town 
carries on a good trade by means of a. 
navigable canal cut ffom hence to Gravo 
lines^ which communicates with the fea. 
. Cassel, is a fmalL town>, fituated on - 
the higheft, if not, perhaps, the only 
mountain. i» Flanders, and feems, as if . 
intended by Nature as a fpecula to. furvey 
the very extenfive flat country, and pro*- . 
fpeft, that is, every way to be icen as far 
as the eye ean reach,, and as beautiful as . 
the imagination can conceive; above thirty 
fortified towns, the Britilh. channel, and 
even Dover caftle being included in this 
view. This delightful profpe^ is all that 
is worth viewing in this town, 

Armentjeres,, a? large town, four 
leagues diflant from LiQe,. contains no- 
thing particular, and is remarkable only 
for tiaving a number of large dogs ho- 
longing to the garrifon,. which are turned 
looie every night, and are faid to poffcfs 
a remarkable degree of fagacity in difco- 
vering Itrangcrs from the inhabitants* 

SEC t: 
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gular, and the ftreets infulFerably nartoTr 
and dirty, ^ ' Thiey count thirty-ievcn 
parifhes, forty coavcHtSf leven fcfr men^ 
and twenty-three foi* women" v five holpi- 
tals, and forty public fountains. There 
■arc three finadi rivers which run through 
the town ; one of which is . much fre* 
quentedby frogs, though one would ima* 
sine,* that in time, they would be de- 
ftroyedv a?^ ^^^y commonly compoft a 
difh or two, at each iheal, at the rabies of 

' both rich and poor \ die latter moftly liv- 

* ing on them. 

The cathedrals, St. Ouen, and St. Ma* 
clon, are as magnificent churches as France 
can produce, and contain many fine paint- 
ings, and Roman antiquities ; among 
which are the tombs of feveral kings> 
bllhops, and lords. The heart of Charles^ 
V. is in a fepulchre of beautiful black 
and white marble, and enriched with an 
infinity of curious ornaments : aifo thole 
of Henry HI. ahd Richard I. kings of 
England, and dukes of Normandy, which 
are placed on each fide of the grand altar 

piece. There is in this church a large 
library, which is open to the public, ex- 
cept on faints days, and Sundays : in the 

front there is a large fquare, with a hand- 

fome foumain, . Along the -river there in 
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a beautiful quay, with a fine walk 5 at the 
beginning of this quay ftands an old cailjc, « 
faid to have been built by our Henry V. , 
flanked with eight round large towers, 
and ftrong walls, defended with -deep ' 
ditches full of water. Here you fee . 
the Cuftom-houfe, and an handfome Ex- 
change, where the merchants meet. But 
the greateft curiofity, is the beautiful 
brid^ of boats which rifes and falls with 
the tide ; is paved with ftones, and opens 
for the paflage of large veflels, contrived 
by Nichal Bougeois, an Auguftine friar. 
Travellers fhould not omit feeing the 
Square aux Vaux, where the famous Joan 
d'Arc, named the Maid of Orieans, was 
burnt for a witch, and where the French 
have erected a ftatue to her memory. At 
the houfe of the procureur-general,. are to 
he feen the fine baflb relievo, in marble, 
rcprefenting the magnificent interview 
between Henry VIII. and Francis I. 

The corporation of Rouen conftfts of 
a mayor and fix aldermen : the mayor is 
defted every three years. 
, The neighbourhood of this city is ex- , 
tremely pleafant -, and there is. a molt de- ' 
lightful profpeft from a mountain called * 
St. Catherine's. HjlU

GAii.tcw, ^ fmall country town, near 
^ "wrhkh the archbilhop of Rouen has a fine 
^ palace: it i3'ibuated on a very high h|tt^ 
and commands a delightful profpedt for 
many miles. This palace was built by 
cardinal Amhoife, archbifhop of Rouen^ 
i&nd if reckoned one of the moft magni- 
ficent feats in France. Not far from 
-thence is .a fammis Carthufian monalbery, 
over the door of which is written. Char- 
ireufe BeurboU'lez-G&IUon : it is a magni- 
ficent ftone building ; the library,, the 
church, the treafury, and the large monu- 
ment 
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«^ent of; ihe family of Soiflbns-Bourbpn, 
delerve particular notice. 

Vernon, a fmall town, fituated on the , 
Seinf , in a very agreeable valley, in the . 
diocef? of Evreux. ' It has an hofpital for 
the poor, a collegiate church, feveral con- 
vents, and .a Bailiwick. The caftle, 
which is very antient, has a tow€r of free- 
ftone, of a very extraordinary heightbt 
Many Englifh families refide in thi3 town* ' 
on account of its. chwpnefs, aiid pleafft^t * 
fituation. 

Mante, a fmall town^ In the province 
of the ifle of France -j is fituated on th* 
river Seine, which -forim abundance of 
little iflands hereabouts. The town i$ 
indifferently built, but -remarkable for t 
fine ftohe htfklgc over the Seifie, of thirty-^ * 
nine arches, and a handfome monaftery • 
ef Ceieftihi. Th^c ig a little Kilt, mWm 
thejurifdiftion of this city, that produces 
the beft wine in France. 

St. Germ'ains, is about twelve mile* 
diftant froni Paris,- fituated on a very ' 
high mountain, commands a moft exten-^ ' 
five and delightful profpeft \ and may be 
confidered to Paris, what Richmond is to 
Xiondon. Near this to wn,^^ in the road 
to Paris, is the famous machine for raifing

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water for the ufe of the king's gardens at 
Marli.

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Poft Road frorA Rouen to Paris ^ Pen-

churchy which is dedicated to our lady; 
but thejr have fome convents of men and 
women, and a good hoipital. The adi 
jacent country produces a great deal of 
com, in which the trade of the inhabi- 
tants chiefly confifts. . 
/ PoNToisB, is a town of the ifle of 
France : is lituated on the river Oyfc^ 
upon the defcent of a hill, which extends 
to the banks of the . river. The town 
is commanded by a» caftle,i in the outer 
court of which there is a collegiate church. 
Over the Oyfe there is a bridge of four- 
teen arches, from whence it takes its 
name of Pons ad jEJi'am. It confifts only 
of two parifhes, but has feveral religious 
houfcs, as the Cordeliers, the Carmelites, 
the Urfdines, and thfc abbey of S. Martin 5 
which laft, as alfo the palace called the 
Vicariat, are worth feeing. The prin- 
cipal trade of the town is in corn, which 
is broughty hither from Ficardy by this 
river.

flpHE firft thing to attract your admira- 
tion, is the ciirious workmanfkip of 
the beautiful gates, which form the en- 
trance of this gay city : they were creftcd 
as triumphal arbhes to Lewis XIY. on his 
return from his victories, 

Paris, the metropolis of France, is of a 
circular form, and divided by the river 
Seiiie alin«ft m two equai parts : it is fitu^ 

\ ated 
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ated in the latitude of 48 degrees, 50 rxu 
north, being about 200 miles diftantfrom 
London. The air is fomewhac grofs, but 
generally efteemed healthy : it is counted 
to be 1 8 miles in circumference : however, 
the Parifians who have been in England, 
agree, that it is not fo extenfive as Lon* 
don ; and in my opinion, it wants at leaft 
one third of being fo. The houfes arc 
generally built 01 hewn ftone,' which is 
contiguous to the town ; and many of 
them fix or feven ftories high, with fafli 
windows. The iroyal palaces therein 
are four, (though the king, nor any of 
the royal family, ever refide in them,) 
viz. The Old Palace, the Louvre, the 
Thuilleries, and the Palace Royal. The 
Old Palace ferves, like Weftminfter-hall, 
for a kind of exchange, where milliners, 
perfumers,, bookfdkrs, &c. keept their 
Ihops, as well as to accommodate the courts 
of juftice. The Louvre is fltuated in thai 
part of Paris called the town, but Va$ 
never finifhed, nor I, believe ever will^ 
according to the original defigns, which 
were grand beydnd defcription. Our 
London Bethlern was built from.the eaft 
front of the Louvre. The Thuilleries is 
•another magnificent palace,^ and, as fonie 
will have it, is port of the LiOUTrc, becaufe 

join d 
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joined to it by a long gallery. The front of 
the Thuilleries is 326 yards long, having, 
on one^fide, three fine courts, and on the 
other, beautiful gardens, in which all 
the quality and gentry walk, jas they do 
in the Mall at London. The Terras, 
•which runs parallel to the river Seine, is 
cfteemed one of the greateft ornaments to 
thefe gardens, being 560 yards long, and 
28 broad, planted with two rows of ftate- 
ly trees on . each fide : from this walk 
there is a moft admirable profpe<5l of the 
town, the river, and the whole country 
adjacent. 

The Palace Royal ftands not far from 
the Louvre; was built by Cardinal Richer . 
lieu, and given by him to Louis XIV. 
but is now inhabited by the duke of Or-^ 
leans : it is plain without, but fine apart- 
ments within •, that, for which it is ad- 
mired, is a gallery wliich contains mod 
t>f the illuftrious perfonages that France 
has produced, drawn by the greateft 
rmafters: Italy has been. fearched, and.no 
cxpence fpared, to make the whole com- 
, plete with pidbures, bufts, ftatues, medals, 
and other curiofities worthy of being col- 
Jefted. 

The cathedral church (or Notre Dame 
as it is called) is fituated on.a little ifland 

D oa 
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on the Seine, and is a majefiic Gothic 
llrufture: the greateft curiofity in this 
church is the altar-piece, compofed of the 
fineft Egyptian marble •, there is an image 
of the virgin Mary fitting in a mournml 
pofture at the foot of the crofs, with a 
dead Christ on her knees : on her right 
hand is the figure of Louis XIII. on nis 
knees, cloathed in his royal robes, offer-* 
ing his crown and fceptre to the virgin; 
and on her left, Louis XIV. in the iamc 
pofture. 

The holpitals at Paris are twenty- 
eight in number, fome for poor, old, 
infirm people \ fome for foundlings, fornc 
for orphans, others for the mad, blind, 
vagrants, and incurables \ the four chief 
of which are called the Hofpital General, 
God's Hofpital, the Hofpital of Charity, 
and the Hofpital for invalid Soldiers. 
The Hofpital General is a vaft pile of 
building, containing fix diftind houfes ; 
one for poor old women and girls \ 
the fecond, for decayed families -, the 
thi'd, for foundlings \ and the fourth, 
for lying-in women, beggars, vagrants, 
, &c. In all the fix, 'tis faid there are 
frequently ten thouland people. God's 
Hofpital is the oldeft in Paris ; and re- 
ceives all Crts of people, whether natives 

or 
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or foreigners : it is fliamefuUy croudcd^ 
as I have feen three, and four in a bed, 
and perhaps each labouring under a diffe- 
rent diforder. 

The holpital of Invalids, is for wound- 
cd, or infirm officers and foldiers, and is 
by much the mofl magnificent, being 
compofed of five handfbmc quadrangles, 
built of hewn Hone, of which, the middle 
one is the largeft-, they are furrounded 
with piazzas and galleries over them, 
which make a very noble appearance : in , 
the hall where the foldiers eat, are painted 
all the battles and (ieges of Louis XIV. 
There are ufually entertained in this hof-: ' 
pital two hundred officers, and three thou- . 
land foldiers ; the officers lie two in a 
ch.imber, and the foldiers, fix*, but each 
have a feparatc bed. 

Paris is fuppofed to contain 22,000 
houfes, 979 ftrects, 52 parilhes, 130 con- 
vents for both ityit^^ which auo[ment 
daily: <near 20,bop- coaches and 800,000 
fouls. The civii r^vcmment is diftri- 
buted amongft feveral o(mrts of juftice, 
of which the higheft is the parKament, 
which is cEvi^^ into nine chambers, or 
houfes, andh^verdieir refpedtive branches 
of bufinefs. Their principal manufac- 
tures are gold and filver filks, velvets, 

D 2 ^\^ 
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^old and filver lace, ribbonsi, tapeftry, 
linens, and glafs. 

Paris being walled in, the ramparts, 
more than half round the whole citv, 
are adorned with four rows of ftately 
trees, ir^ the center of which is a broad 
road for coaclles, and" on each fide very 
iine (hady walks. Upon thefe ramparts 
are to be feen, every fine evening, many 
of the people of fafhion in their coaches, 
which are often gaudy, but oftener truly 
elegant, and painted in a moft exquifite 
manner ; not with artniy, crejl^ or initial 
letters^ but. with a variety of pafl-oral 
fcenes. On the margin of thefe walls arc 
a great number of cqfFee-houfes, and 
places of public entertainment, where are 
exhibited a variety of amufcments, Some- 
thing in the way of Bartholomew-fair, but^ 
you may. imagine, better executed, by a 
people whofc.charafteiiflic it i^, tq laiigh 
and be merry,. The cofFee-houfcs, . &c. 
are finely decorafed, .and'in.mtift.of:theni 
are muficians; and there the. Bourgeois, 
vich their wive*, and . cliil^cn, : enjoy a 
\ittle frefh air, and' the view cdf the adjacent 
country, which is to be feen ih great va- 
riety from the different paAsi of thefe 
ramparts. . I ■ ••

Maucoufeik. 

The operas are performed four times a 
in winter \ Sundays, Tuefdays, 
Thurfdays, and Saturdays ; and three 
times a week in fummer. The price is a 
piftole in the balconies, feven livrcs tcft 
fdis in the fii ft boxes and the amphitheatre, 
four Irvres in the liecond boxcs> and forty ' 
fols in the pit; » '^ 

The decofatkms of this theaftre arc mag- 
nificent, and the fcenery beautiful, thougk 
but little can be ikid in favour of th/e 
(bging and hiuficr

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• The theatre* of the French comedians 
is not large. They a6t every day, except 
a fortnight before Eafter, and a week 
after. There is alfo a vacation at the 
theatre on the great feftivals. The price 
in the pit is twenty fols ; thirty fols in t^ 
third boxes; forty fols in the fecond 
boxes ; four livres in the theatre, amphi-^ 
theatre, and firft boxejs. : 

The Italian comedy, is fo called, not 
becaufe it is afted in Italian, but for be- 
ing in the Italian manner. .

SEC T. IX., 

Rules for an Engli/hman's laying out his> 

money in F.aris^ 

'T^HERE is nothing which a ftranger 
ought to be more careful of in Paris, . 
particularly an Engliihman, than laying 
out his money. ; for he will never go to * 
buy any thing,, even of the moft. trifling 
nature, in wmch. they will.not attempt to : 
cheat him ; in cafual :expences, particu- 
larly in buying trinkets, and fuch trifles, 
which one is orfen led into, I would, .by all i 
means, advife, never to give more than one 
third of what is afked .5 in which cafe, onp 
will generally pay a. little more than the 
thing is worth. V nor muft peopk mind the 
fliopkeepers letting them go away, . for 
tjiey wiU fometimes do that, in order to 
cheat with more, certainty ahotlier time. 
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When you go to buy expenlive toys, luch 
as gold fnufF-boxes, watches, and trinkets 
for ladies, the bcft way i^ to go to the 
hotel de Jabac, to which any one will di- 
reft you. Here the price of every thing 
is marked ; and every thing of the )beft 
make. They will, even after you havfe 
-kept a toy a confiderable time, if you do 
not injure it, return you your money, or 
let you change it for any thing elfe* 
Things are not cheap here, but you are 
fure of having them good. Thefe gene- 
ral direftions, though with regard to 
what feems trifles, will be found necellary 
to be attended to* 

We come next to the great article of 
lodging and diet. With regard to the 
former, 1 would always advife a public 
hotel before a private hbufe, or Maifon 
Bourgeois. In the hotels, you may have 
an apartment from twenty guineas to one 
ptr month. The-hoteb yoti are to avoid, 
are all thofe, without exception^ where 
thef provide you with diet as well as 
lodgings, unlete they keep a daily public 
ordmary. At the hotels where they provide 
you with eating, the unreafonabknefs of 
their charge is incredible^ cfpecially to the 
Engliffa. If you. will eat at your hotel,, 
rat&r than go .to an ordinary, always (end 
to the traiUurSj and have your meals at fb 

much 
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much an head ; fend for your wine to the 
merchants 5 by tliis means, you will eat • 
and drink fixty per cent, cheaper 5 have • 
greater variety ; the things will be of a 
better quality, and you will be more 
plentifully ferved. But if you are a fingk 
man, the beft way will be to go to one of 
the ordinaries, many, of which are excel- 
lent ; and at thefe, for thirty-fix or forty 
fous, you will always meet good com- 
pany. But in a feparate place, the reader 
will find a catalogue of the beft hotels both 
for lodging and eating. 

All the genteel Englifli who go to 
Paris keep a carriage 5 and it feems moli: 
neceflary, to r^ulate the expences of 
thofe who have moft money to fpend 
in this article, which is really a ufeful 
one to thofe who can afford it. They * 
fliould not give more than twelve guineas ^ 
a month. They will m^ke a deman4 up- 
oa you for a {hilling a day fc;r the coach- 
nvan -^ but this is a meer impofition upon 
a ftranger, and contrived between the 
mafter of the coach and your fervant, to 
whom he gives a fiiilling a day : take 
care therefore, to hire your coach without 
any ftipulated rccompence to the coach- 
man. There will alio be great impofi.- 
tioQs attempted upon you in the article o£ 

carriage. 
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carriage, in your excurfions to Verfailles, 
and other places, witliin the environs of 
Paris.. The firft unneceflary piece of ex- 
pence they will want to put you to, is an 
additional pair of horfes ; by no means 
Gonfent to this •, and before you go out 
upon your excurfions, take care to ftipu- 
late with the mafter how much you are to 
give to provide for his coach and horfes, 
during the number of days you ftay out, 
for this expence falls upon you ; fix livres 
a day is fiifficient : if you don't make this 
bargain, they will want to charge twelve ;. 
nay, if they 'find you very free of your 
money, which^ through vanity^ or folly> 
the better fort of EngUfti generally are,. 
they will very probably charge you 
icighteen; Obferve* you pay fix livres to 
the king's coach office, for a permiffion to 
;go. to Verfailles in your own carriages 
which permit is good for twelve months. 
•But, above bll things, you mUft be ex^- 
treinely cautious- of the fervan ts you hire ; 
thoie fellows are always on the watch for 
you, and are the greateft rogues breath- 
mg. They arc fee*d by all the tradefmen 
-they get you to employ, and defraud you 
in every article they buy for you thcm- 
fclves. Never givethem more than thirty. 
i^W a day, a^ut fift^ren peoce Engliih, 

and

*nd you provide' them neither with lodg^* 
ings, cloaths, nor viftuals. This is a fix- 
ed price •, give no more on any account^ 
tho* at jfirft they will afk it. In ^ word, 
have particular care of your fervants, fome 
of them are provided with a little Englifti, 
and thefe are the worft. For dreffing , 
hair, never give more than fix livres per , 
month. Ladies give twelve to be dreft 
hi the higheft mode •, and both gentlemen 
and ladies are dreft every day> 

One great article of expence at Paris, is. 
cloaths. You will meet no where with 
greater cheats than the French taylors, it 
is therefore my advice lo you, to buy 
every thing yourfelf ; and, even ■ at the 
merchants, be very cautioios not to give 
fo much as they afk you. - For making 4 
plain fuit of cloaths^ you ^ve eighteen: ' 
ihillingfr, and for the richeft laced cloaths • 
thirty ihillings. The fuits moft generally , 
^fed, are velvet, fiik, and plain clothe 
A black velvet fuit, with a very rich gold ' 
W^ftcoat, wiir coft you fixteen guineas, • 
making and all. A filk fuit nine guineas.. , 
A cloth fuit, lined with filk, fix guineas 
and half. Each of thefe fuits have two pair 
of breeches. If you ufe gold trimmings, 
furlinirig, or toce, as I advife you to \Suy 
the articles from tf^e merchant, you will 

fee/- 
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fee, and be a judge of> the additional ex* 
pence. But if th<: cloathshere mentioned, 
which are fuch as are ufually bought at 
Paris, coft you a greater price than is 
here fet down, you will be impofed upon. 
Obferve that every thing is rated accord- 
ing to the beft quality* Never give more 
than twelve fliillings a pair for filk ftock- 
ings. Shoes are no more than five livres 
ttw fous a pair. Laced ruffles are an article 
in which you will be exceedingly impofed 
on, if you do not take care. I can give 
you no rule for this article of expence, 
but be cautious never to buy them either 
of milliners, or the people that go about ^ 
the firft will charge you tripk their value \ 
the laft will give you goods worth no- 
thing. Ladies are in no great danger 
of being cheated, by any one but their 
milliners. I therefore advife them to 
buy their blonds^ gauzes, and laces, at 
the merchants, and fend them to be 
m^deup. 

The Fauxbourg St. Germains is the 
moft falhionable quarter of the city, where 
all the Englifli refide^ and near the play* 
houfe, the opera, the eating-houfes, the 
Englifh coffee-houfe. Rue ComedieFran- 
foife, and the CafFe Conti, facing the POnt 
Neufi which» with the Caff eMilitaine, Rue 

St. 
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St. Honore, are the belt in Paris : by 
frequenting the Englifli coffee-houfe, you 
will no doubt be accofted by many Ihin- 
ing heroes bedaubed with lace, either of 
the Scottifh, Irilh, or Englifh nation, afk- 
. ing you where you lodge, how long you 
have been in town, and offering you any 
civilities in their power ; but by no means 
accept of any or their fervices v and be- 
have at the fame time with referve, (ex- 
cept you know them.) There are many 
French cofFee-houfes of reputation, which 
are preferable to frequent, on account of 
learning the French language ; as the 
hearing it diftinftly fpoken, aiid reading 
:mucli, are the moft effential helps, to 
accomplifh that point. I do not mean 
by what I have advanced, to exclude my 
countrymen wholly from the Englifh cof- 
fee-houfe, as it is extremely natural to 
wifli to read the Englifh papers, and fee 
what acquaintances are in town ; but I 
would recommend it always to be done in 
the morning. 

When you are fixed in your lodgings, 
it will be highly requifite to wait on your 
banker; he will return your vifit, which 
will give you fome weight in the houfe 
where you lodge ; for tliough the French 
are lefs cautious than the Englilli in let- 
ting 
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ting their apartments ; they are always 
belt pleafed, and treat with the greateft 
civility^ thofe who are known: to fome 
people of credit* Defirc your banker to 
recommend you a fervant, which he 
. can do with little trouble to himfelf •, this 
done, you will perhaps be under lefs daiir 
gcr of being robbed by him.

Versailles £sf Marly. That is, the-Bew 
defcriptionof the caftl^s and parks of»Ver- 
failles and * Marly : . it is printed in- fwb 
pocket volumes, and will coft. you only 
fivelivres'^ . • " •> - ^^» , .'i.i 

Thofc 
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Thofe books are indeed extremely ef- 
fential to your examining with accuracy 
all tiie curiofities 6F each place ; they con- 
tain well engraved copper-plates of all the 
fuperb buildings, beaytifiU bafons^ and^ 
fxquifite ftatues, with which thofe en* 
chanting abodes are fo artfully ornament- 
ed ; thofe two little volumes will explain 
to you, in the mod intelligent ijaanner, 
the hiftory of e^jery pifture in each cham- 
ber, many of which give the mbft flat- 
tering reprefentations of their military at- 
chievements ; and indeed, Ihew us moft 
confpicuous emblems of the pride and 
vanity fo predominant in the French 
nation. 

One, in particular, ftruck me with 
indignation, as it fets forth (to the public 
view of all nations) a moft lively defcrip- 
tion of what will remain a blot in the 
Englifh efcutcheon to time immemorial : 
it is the acquifition of JDunkirk, which 
town Louis XIV. bought of king Charles 
II. for the fum of five million bf livres, in 
J^ovember 166:2, about 219,000/. fter- 
ling. . ^ 

1q this piece, Britannia is reprefented 
kneeling, and offering, in the moft fub- 
mifiive manner, the keys of the town to 
France, who (under the figure of a very 

beau- 
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beautiful woman) is feated on a moft 
magnificent throne, and with great haugh- 
tinei's exprefled on her countenance, haf- 
tily fnatches the keys from the hands of 
the heretic, who (with great juftice in- 
deed) is blindfolded, and furrounded with 
books and papers, in the utmoft confu^ 
fion. 

There are many other paintings equally 
oftcntatious, which would be too tedious 
to mentioiT. 

This delightful excurfion, properly ex- 
ecuted, will take you up at leaft four or 
five days ; the moft proper time to fet 
out upon it^ is, when any ambaflador 
makes his firft appearance at court -, as, 
in compliment to him, the water-works 
in the gardens all play on that day ; but 
fhould you chance to be at Paris on -a 
Whitfunday, La fete de Pentecojfe in 
French, that is the time, preferable to any 
other throughout the year, you ought to 
be at Verfailles 5 on which day you will 
fee the moft numerous and brilliant court* 
in Europe-, as the king and queen, with* 
all the royal family, all the princes o^'the 
blood, and all the nobility of Fraace, pafs 
and repafs in proceflTion fcveral timcsr, artd* 
io flowly, that you may make your obfer- 

vations 
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vations fo juft, as to know anjr of them 
pcrfonally ever after : the king fups in 
publick, and the queen dines in the fame 
manner. 

Versailles is about twelve miks from 
Paris, on an artificial emineA(;e in the 
midft of a valley. Before Louis XIV. 
carae to the throne, neither the town, nor 
the palace, had any thing to recommend 
them, being only a hunting-feat : but 
there are now three noWe avenues leading 
to the palace, from fo many towns : the 
middle walk of the grand avenue is fifty 
yards wide, and thofe on each fide twenty : 
on the upper end . of it, , on the right and 
left, are the ftables, in the form of a cref- 
cent, fo magnificently built that few royal 
palaces excel them-, in wjaich the king 
has five hundred horfes, the fined the 
world can produce. . . • ^ 

From the parade you immediately pafs 
into the firft court, through aa irpn p^l-' 
lifade, in which are offices for minifters 
of ftate ; ithen ypu afcend three fteps, ^nri 
pafs an , iron gat^, ^adorned ■ with tro|4iies» 
. tothefecond co\irt,:^hic.b is fQjwy^ftt lefs 
than/ the firft; in. which 'is a noblp foun- 
tain in thq midcilQj.^^id magnificent build- 
. ings in the wings : thw ypu.pafs into a 

third. 
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tHirdi Ibill lefs than the fecond, to which 
you afcend^ by five fteps; this c^urt is 
paved with' biack and white marble ; has 
^marble bafon and fountain in themiddle^ 
and is terminated by a noble pile of build- 
ings, which, with the wings, conftitute 
the royal apartments. The principal ftair- 
cafe therein is ten yards wide, andconfiftfi 
of the choiceft marble that could be pro- 
cured. The grand apartments confilt of 
a long fucceflion of large lofty rooms ex*- 
quifitely furniflied. In the cabinet of ra- 
rities, are an infinite number of curiofities 
in agate, chryftal^ and precious ftones ; 
medals, coins, and other antiquities ; with 
fcverai admirable paintings. The gallery 
(efteemed the fineft in Europe) is feventy 
two yards long, and fourteen broad ; hav- 
ing feventeen windows towards the gar« 
dens ; from whence there: is a moll de^ 
lightful profpeft. 

On the ceiling!^ are painted the battle!^ 
fought in the late king's reign, and done 
in the moft high finiihed tafte : the fineft 
front is next the gardens, on -which fide 
there is a magnificent portico, fuppforted 
by marble pillars, and floored with the 
fame, loo yards in length; and the gar- 
<}tns af€ -not to be pai^aileled ; as all the 
•beautiful models that Italy, or the world 

E could 
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could produce, were confulted to make 
them complete -, the water- works, cfpc- 
cialiy, are inimitable -, here marble and 
copper ftatues, ipout up water in differ- 
ent forms which falls into marble ba- 
fons of exquifite workmanftiip. The 
fountaiji of the pyramid, the cafcades, the 
water-alley, the water- bower, the trium- 
phal arch, the pavillion fountain, the 
theatre, and Apollo's balbn, where Ix)uis 
XIV. is rcprcfcnted under the charafter 
of that god, juft come out of the bath, 
and fix of his favourite ladies aflifting him 
with linen, &c- are fo exq|uifite, that no- 
thing but . a view can raife an adequate 
idea of their various beauties : the groves, 

;rottos, labyrinth, and orangery, are all 

lonely contrived. 
The great canal is 1 600 yards long, 
land 64 broad *, there are feveral gallies 
and pleafure boats upon it ; and towards 
.•che middle, it is crofled by another canal, 
at ont end of which is the menagery, well 
flocked with all manner of wild beafts, 
birds, and all forts of exotic animals^ 
and at the other, the beautiful little pa- 
lace of Trianon, built entirely of marble. 
There are three fine avenues to the pa- 
lace ^ the middle one leads to Paris, and 
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fe five and twenty toifes in breadth ; as to 
the other two, one leads to St. Cloud, and 
the other to Sceau 5 they all three termi- 
nate in a kind of parade, called the Royal 
Square. The park - lodge, a Ipacious 
building, intended for his majeily's head*- 
huntfman, and the other officers under 
his diredtion, ftands on the fide of the ave- 
nue leading to Paris, oppofite the hotel 
dc Conti, which formerly belonged to the 
duke of Vermandois. The defign of the 
ftables was given by Julius Harduin Man- 
fart ; they are built in the form of a ere- 
fcent at the upper end of the grand avenue, 
on the right and left, the whole fo regu- 
lar and beautiful, that few royal palaces 
exceed them. From hence the caftle ap- 
pears like a magnificent theatre •, aihd you 
muft afcend to come at it. The outer 
gate is all wrought iron gilt, and about 
twelve feet high •, it is terminated by two 
lanthorns, furmounted by two groups of 
figures •, the one carved by Marfy, and 
the other by Giraition. A fecond gate, 
adorned with groups, feparate the two 
court-yards ; the figure of^peace was done 
by Tuby, and plenty by Coifevox. The 
two large piles of buildings belonging to 
the wings, each terminated by a pavilioni 

E 2 are 
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2jxt defig^nedfpr theofficers.of the Ifitctw 
After that, you fee the fore-front ^nd th$i. 
ivings of the old caflle or palace ; tjie 
iront has a balcony, fupported. by eight 
inarble columns •, there are two ranges a£ 
apartments that join the two palaces. 
. The new palace is a range of ^ magnifi- 
cent apartments, which, together with its 
wings, forms a front of above three hun- 
dred fathom. The ridge is decorated 
with ftatUQs, vafes, and trophies, .r.anged 
on baljifters, which run along the whple 
building. It is built fo as. to frpnt the 
garden, and it is on tlais fide that Ver?- 
lailles makes the fineft appearance. The 
great marble ft air-cafe furpaffes any thing 
of the kind that antiquity can boalt q£. 
The frefco paintings were dpne. by Le 
Brun •, and the bult of Lqwis XIV. ^^33* 
carved by the faipous Coifevox. This is 
the entrance into the grand apartments, 
the furniture of which is immenfely rich 
and magnificent. 

Firft you pafs into the haU of plenty^ 
|)aintcd by Houafle* Thenqe you pro-j 
f^eed to the cabinet of antiquities and 
jewels, which is of an ofta^gon figure,. a(i4 
enlightened by a roof in the form of a 
4Qmc, apd paintQ^ alio by Houafle, .He^ei 
; * ' . among 
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^m^ng othef precious curiofities, they 
4inve the fiiieft agate in' Europe^ being of 
three coiofurs, and four or five inehes ilfl 
lliameter, repreienting the figure of a nak- 
ed emperor, carried on the back of an 
eagle, and crOwndd with victory. The 
efcmtore, in the middle of this chamber^ 
contains a moft magnificent collection of 
anticnt and modern m.cdals. The firfl 
pieces were given to Les\ns XIV. by liis 
uncle the duke of Orleans, and afterwards^ 
by much fearch and expence, it was made 
the Gompleteft coHeftiori in the world; 
The hall of Vefwas has fome beautiful 
paintings, and an antient ftatue of Cincin- 
natusi The hall of the billiard-table is 
likewife'adorhed with fine paintings, and 
with Lewis XiV's bull by cavalier Bernini. 
The hall of Mars has a great number of 
exquifite paintings, and among the reft 
the family of Darius at Alexander's feet^ 
one of Le Brun's belt pieces. Oh the 
ceiling the, god Mars is reprefented in a 
chariot drawn by wolves. The hall of 
Mercury is painted by Champagne, where 
you may fee feveral other pieces by the 
fame hand, and likewife fome by Raphael, 
Titian, and other eminent mafrers. The 
hall of Apollo has fome excellent pieces^ 
and among the reft the four fcafons by La 

E 3 Fofle, 
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Fofle, and feveral piftures, by Guidow 
The halls of war and peace are at both 
•/fnds of the gallery ; the former has feme 
fine paintings, reprefcntinjj the actions of 
Lewis XIV. by Le Brun. 

From the hall of war you pafs to the 
great gallery, the moft beautiful .and mag- 
nificent in Europe. It is thirty-feven 
fathom long, and feven broad, ending 
with a great arch, which leads into the 
fore-mentioned halls, and adorned with 
two marble pillars. On the garden-flde 
there are feventeen windows which look 
into it ; and on the fide of the king's 
apartments as many arches, filled with 
Jarge pier-glafTes; Thefe arches and win- 
dows are feparated by twenty-four pilaiiers. 
The roof is excellently painted by Le Brun, 
and reprefents in allegorical or emblemati- 
cal figures, part of the memorable tranf- 
anions of the late king's reign, from the 
Pyrene an treaty to the peace of Nimeguen* 
The reft of the gallery is adorned with 
bufts, veflels, tables of porphyry and ala- 
bafter, and with eight antient ftatues, 
among which thofe of Bacchus, Venus, 
Germanicus, and Diana, are moft efteemed. 

From the great gallery you may proceed 
diredly to the queen's apartment, whicii is 
of the fame diaienfions as the king's, but; 

of 
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of different workmanfhip, adorned with 
paintings of very great value, chiefly by 
Vignon and Coypel. Faffing to the land- 
ing place of the great marble ftair-cafe, 
you come to the king's apartment, diftri- 
buted into fcveral chambers. Firft you en- 
ter into the hall of guards, adorned v/ith 
gilding and looking-glafles. The next is 
the hall where the king dines in public, 
embellifhed with piftures of feverai bat- 
tles. From thence you pafs to the great 
hall, which is worthy of admiration for its 
riches and beauty ; particularly for the 
cornilhes, with the Mofaic work and bajfo- 
relievo's. The king's bed-chamber is or- 
namented with a great deal 'of magnifi- 
cence, and good order. His bed is of 
crimfon velvet, with a beautiful and rich 
embroidery (fometimes of damaflc, and 
other times of gold tijffue, according to 
the feafon) placed in an alcove, and in- 
clofed with a gilded baluftrade. The molt 
ex.[uifite piftures adorn this royal cham- 
ber, and the reft of the furniture is mag- 
nificently elegant. We fliall take notice 
of the pi£hires in the council-hall in ano- 
ther place. The billiard-room has a noble 
fine billiard-table, at which Lewis XIV^ 
ufed to play very often ; it is likewife 
embellifhed with a great many excellent 

E 4 pifturcs^ 
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piftures, and with a clock- of vcryr curioul 
workmanftiip. From this room you proi^ 
ceed to feveral other chambers, all finely 
adorned with painting ; in one of them 
there is a globe whofe circles movejufta^ 
thofe in the heavens do. At ]engt;h you 
come to the little gallery, which is the laft 
piece of the king's apartment. The ceil- 
ings of this gallery, and of the two halls 
at the end of it, were painted by Mig-^ 
nard. l*his gallery is likewife full of 
fome of the beft performances of piiaters 
of the firft rank, -^h^nce you proceed to 
the apartments belonging to the Dauphin, 
and the reft of the royal family, which 
confift of chambers, cabinets, halls, &c. 
laid out with a great deal of art.^ 

The chapel belonging to the palace i» 
an exceeding fine piece of architefture, 
built of free-ftone, in the Corinthian or- 
der, tv/enty-two fathom long, twelve 
broad, and about fourteen high. On the 
top there is a fine balultrade, vv^ith eight 
and twenty ftatues. Nothing can be more 
beautiful or richer than the inward embel- 
lifhments of this chapel. The great altar 
is of the fineft marble. The focrifty is 
very neat. Ycu afcend to, the galleries 
by two ilair-cafes with iron rails, richly 
gilt. The. king/s gallery face^ the great 
. , . . . * 1 altar.

kkar, over the great door, and is thirteen 
feet and a half wide. The two lamps ar6 
gilt in an exquifite tafte, and the glades 
are exceeding beautiful. The queen's gal- 
lery is oh the right •, and the gallery that 
ifuns- roiind the chapel is nine feet ^nd a 
quarter wide, fupported by fixteen pillar^, 
arid fome pilafters of thd Corinthian or- 
der. The baluftradc is very rich and ele-^- 
gant. The roof is elegantly painted by 
eminent hands. 

' The gardens abound with mafter-pieces^ 
of every kind. The orangery is one of 
the fdircH pieces of Tuican architecture • 
to be feen at Verfailles. The defign is by 
LeMaitre; but it was reviidd and finifli* - 
€d by Manfart, thou . h indeed with gfeatet 
elegance than fohdity Tile eight g cup^ . 
©f bronze which you' fee in the patterri 
of water, ajid which reprefent eight rivers 
©f F'rance, wrere caft by the rwo Kellersi * 
The' vafe of Latona has two flit^afi tbirty 
feet high; the group of ma.rb{e is b^" 
Marfy. The flower-garden is by L/4 - 
Notre, and the parterre of the orangeii^ 
is by Quintinie. Ti\e equefaian- It.ttue • 
sit the head of the Swifs piece, or bcr{J)n5> 
on the other fide of the orahc'^^rv; wai 
made by cavalier Bernini for L.cyvis >nV*j 
bin n<K' finding the- wor k lb * ceiiiplcte a* 
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he could wifli, he changed the features of 
Lewis XIV. and made a Curtius of it. 
The figure of Autumn in the bafon of 
Bacchus is by Marfy, and the vafe of 
Saturn by Girardon. The colonnade is a 
periftyle of thirty-two columns, fupported 
by as many pilafters in the Ionic order- 
The roofs are of white marble, embellifli- 
ed with beautiful bajfo relievo^ ; in the 
middle is a beautiful group of marble by 
Girardon, reprefenting the rape of Pro-: 
ferpine. The group of metal in the large 
balon of Apollo, is by Tuby, and reckon- 
ed one of his bell pieces. The Enceladus 
is a very fine group, fet up in an oftagoa 
bafon ; from the mouth of this giant, 
oppieffed by the weight of mountains, 
flows a Jet (Teau^ or fpout of water, that 
rifes feventy-eight feet high. Tuby made 
the bafon of Flora, and Renaudon that 
of Ceres. Of the three excellent groups* 
in the baths c f Apollo, Girardon made 
the middle one, and Marfy and Guerii> 
the other two. The fountain of the pyra- 
mid, is executed in bronze by Girardon : 
Tuby and Le Hongre made the two ba- 
fons below ; the vafes you fee there, were 
carved at Rome. The cafcade of the ca- 
nal where the nymphs are bathing, is a 
^u^re, where fevcral malks fcem to Ipout 

out 
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€iit water for the ufe of thofe nymphs. 
This work isbyGirardon ; and the river-s 
were executed by Le Honp;re and Le 
Gros. The drawn of the fountain that 
bears that name, was made by Marfy, 
the gr up of the bafon of Neptune is by 
Dominic Gendi, a difciple of Algardi, 
Thefe two laft pieces furpafs all the other 
figures at Verfailles. The triiamphal arch 
remains to be feen •, it is built of marble 
of different colours, and adorned with 
three fine fountains. The figures are by 
Tuby and Coifevox •, the fountain oif Vic- 
tory and Glory, both by Mafeiine,. have 
a great number of decorations, which 
produce a very good efFeft. 

The Men AGfc ry is a finall palace built 
by Manfart. The two apartments for 
winter and fummer, are ado ned with cx-^ 
cellent paintings, and finely furniflied with 
pier-glaffes in gilded frames. There is a 
vaft numbt-r of little fountains, whicb 
iprinkle thofe who are not upon their 
guard. The volery, or bird-cote, is the 
fineft in all France, and belt flocked. 
Several apartments in this palace are ap^ 
pointed tor the breeding of animals of 
all kinds, fronv the molt com^non to the 
lareft. 

j£ 6 From: 
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From the menagerjs there, are fever^ 
alleys that lead to the royal and magnifi- 
cent abbey of St. Gyr, of the order of St. 
Auguftin. It is fituate in the park, about 
three miles from Verfaille.s, and was found,- 
ed by Lewisi XIV. for the education c^ 
two hujidred and fifty yo.ung ladies. Thg 
number of nuns is forjty. The king has 
referved the nomIjiatip.n of the young lai-. 
dies to hunfelf . To obtain admillion, they 
jtnuft prove four degrees of mobility on tb? 
father's fide. No girl can enter ui>dcr 
{tYtn years of age, nor ftay there aft^r 
the age of twenty years and three months^ 
.When they go dut, thtjy have either 4 
thoufand crowns, in money, or oneof thofe 
places which the king has the difpofel of 
in feveral convents. The building isi ext 
tremely fine : . the archited wais Manfarj^ 
wJio finiftied it in 1 68 6. . . > 

. Triamon was built after the defigns of 
J.:H. Manfart. -This, littje palace m^y 
be. locked; upon as a kind:of.fa.mmer7 
houfe to the gardens of Verfaijles ; it .is 
built in an excellent tafte, and is rnore-^ 
over embeliiflied: by the . ripheft decpr^ 
tions. /.Theirpnt is'/ixtyrfe>ur i^tbom irj 
length, iandiiMLS>tfrp:remrjni»g. vingSj ,terj: 
minatcd by two pavilions. Tne .fiyfeft 
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▼lews of the palace and park qf Verfailies,, 
are in the great gallery, and were painted, 
chiefly by Cottel. Ailegrin has painted, 
the fame fubjeds,. and the Iketch of a 
portico ii>, th(j great falopn. Thei-e arc. 
alfo fome of HouafTe's pidhares in tjie bilf- 
liaid-halh This group of chiWren, in the 
Jupper pajrterre, are by Girardon. Tuby 
carved Laocoon and his fons, which ftand: 
ia tjhe gv^en of Maroniers; this is an. 
itdinirable group, copied after the an^ 
tique. The vafes and dragons of gilt lead^ 
whi^h are upon the large piece of wsiter 
that terminates the gardens^ are. extreqieljf 
^U wuQU^t and finifhed..

In the fixth vault, on the fame fide, 
Boulogne the elder has reprefented the 
vifion of St, Paul. 

The faints, Peter, Andrew, Philip^

La Fofie has painted the refurreftion in 
the vauk of the Chevet, 
, In the vault of the king's gallery, Jgu^ 
venet has reprefented the defcent of the 
Holy Ghoft. 

' The great gallery was painted by the 
famous Le Brun. 

The largeft pifture in the middle of 
the vault is in two parts : one is the king;

affairs •, and the other, the aatient pride 
of the neighbouring people, in 1 66 1 . 
- The fecond pifture on the left hand of 
the great faloon, is the king taking a re-

The third, on the right of the great* 
laloon, is the king arming by land and

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The fourth, on the left of the great 
faloon, is the king attacking Holland in 
1672. 

The fifth, which fi:lls the whole vault, 
is the palTage of the Rhine in 1672. 

The fixth, over the arcade of the faloon 
of war, is the league of Germany, Spain, 
and Holland, in 1672. 

The feventh, on the fide of the great 
faloon, is Franche-Comte reconquered^ 
in 1674. 

The eighth, which takes tap the whole 
vault, is the taking of Ghent, in 1678*. 

The ninth, over the arcade of the fa- 
loon of peace, is Hqlland accepting o£ 
peace.

The palace of Marly is fituated in a 
|>ark near the river Seine, three miles 
from Verfailles, and fifteen from. Paris. 
It was built by Lewis XIV. and the 
celebrated J. H. Manfart drew the defigns 
of it. The body of the buildii^ is fqiwre, 
being one and twenty toifes each way. 
The four fronts ^are equal, each with, a 
flight of fteps, adowied. Wttih groups and . 
/ V vafesr 
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vafes. The palace contains one large 
pavilion^ which ift in the midfe of twelve 
others of a fmaller iize. The principal 
pavilion conlifts of one great hall in the 
form of an o<5tagon, which you enter by- 
four porches : the whole building is in a» 
admirable tafte, as. well as the gardens. 
There was formerly a fuperb cafcade^ 
which has been dellroyed on account of 
the too great expence to fupply it. The 
great hall, a room famous for its beauty 
and extent^ is in the Ionic order, and 
adorned with four chjirpneys,^ over which. * 
are painted the four feafons.

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In the king's anti-chamber are to be 
leen the taking of -the following towns, 
by the fame pamter -, viz. Narden, Loo, 
and Utrecht. 

In the chamber are the fieges of Ypres 
and Conde. 

In the cabinet. Salines and Joux. 

In the cabinet formerly belonging to 
Madame de Maintenon, he has alfo paint- 
ed Gray and Friburg. 

Martin the elder painted, in the apart- 
nient of the duchefs of Orleans, the fol- 
lowing places : viz. Rees, Orfoy, Wefel, 
and Fore Schenck. . 

And in that occupied by Madame dc 
Maintenon, the towns of Aire and Duef- 
burg. 

In the upper gardens, called Belveder, 
there are four admirable groups : viz. 

Mercury carrying off Pandora, by Bou^ 
logne. 

The Laocoon, Hercules, and Diana^ 
call by the Kellers. 

But the greateft curiofity of Marly, is 
the admirable machine which conveys 
the water from Marly to Verfaiiles \ the 
chevalier de Ville was the inventor of it, 
and a branch of the river Seme turns the 
wheels. This machine raifes fix hundred 
and forty cubical inches of water to the 
t '^ height 
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Height of fixty fathom •, from whence, by 
an aquedu<5t of five hundred fathom, it iss 
carried into the refervoir of Verfailles : it 
is faid to coft the king five-and-twenty 
thoufand pounds fterling per annum,, to 
keep it in repair. 

KL V I N C E N N E S. 

Vinccnnes is an antient caftle or palace 
lituated in the Ifle of France, on the eaft 
fide of Paris, in the midft of a wood, 
where the citizens of Paris cjivert them- 
felves with walking and other exercifes* 
It was begun in 1 1 83, by Philip Auguf- 
tu&v and the work earned on by feveral 
princes, fome of whom chofe it for their 
refidence. Under Lewis XIV. it was 
repaired and beautified in i660j when 
. two confljrud:ion& were added towards the 
pirk, which contain various apartments. 
The architect was^ Lewis le Vau ; and 
Mancholf, an excellent Flemilh painter, 
decorated the inlide. The palace has a 
fpacioiis court; with a ftatdy chapel, and 
pleufant walks -, it is alfo lurrounded with 
a good ditch, a wall, and eight iqi-are 
towers. The avenue fruin hence to i^ans, 
was planted by cardinal MazaiiiiCt

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The- gaHcry was built by. Mary of 
Medicis, and contains fome good paint- 



ings. 



The ceiling of the king's apartment is 
painted by Champagne ; and the ceiling 
of the queen's, by Seve. 

Michael Dorigni, the fon-in-law of 
Simon Vouef, was alfi) employed there. 

The great gate towards the park is an 
excellent piece of architq^lure, built ir\ 
the form of a triumphal arch, and adorned 
with the Doric order. There is an oak 
her^, under which St. Lewis ufed to ad- 
miniftcr juftice to his fubjc(9:s. The holy 
chapel at Vincennes, though a Gothic 
llrufture,. is much admired. The glajfe 
windows were painted in a peculiar man- 
ner by J6ha Coufm -, and this is reckoned 
an excellent thing in its kind. There is 
alio a very pleafant convent o£ Minims , 
in the foreft founded by Charles VUt 
One of its principal curiofities is an ex- 
cellent pi<5lure ot the day of judgment, 
by the above-mentioned John Coulin, 
which is to be feen in the lacrifty belong" 
ing to that convent* 

IV. M E U D O N. 

Meudcn is a fmall town about fix mile* 
'ftom Paris, remarkable for a royal pa- 
lace. 
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lace, where the late dauphin (the prefent 
king's grandfather) iifed commonly ta 
refide. This palace Hands on an emi- 
nence in the midft of a foreft : ic has a 
moft beautiful avenue that leads to it 
three quarters of a mile in length ; on the 
right is a convent, with a pleafant garden, 
belonging to die capuchin, and on the. 
left the vineyards of Meudon. The pa-^ 
lace was begun by Philip de L'orme, 
who built ic for the cardinal of Lorrain : 
afterwards it came into the poffefilon q£ 
M. deLouvois. At the death of diia 
minifler, the king exchanged Choiijr 
upon Seine, which had been left ta the< 
dauphin by Mademoifelle d'Orlcans, for 
Meudon : the improvements made by htS; 
rc^al highnefs, rendered it one Qt thc^ 
foicft reudences in all Francev At Ac 
entrance of the court of the palace there 
is a large pile of building on the right,; 
and another on the left, which open ia 
form of a femicircle, but are disjoined, 
from the body of the houfe. Ia the snid^.. 
die of the front is a lofty advanced build- 
ing with a portico, which you enter by 
three doors. Above it runs an order of 
architedure, confiding of arches and pil- 
lars finely defigned, and above them ano- 
ther order, accompanied with pilafters^ 

Tho 
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The wings are not fo high as the principal 
building, and each of them is terminated 
by a fquare pavilion. The inlide of this 
palace was adorned with the richeft fur- 
niture, and with a fine coUedtion of fta- 
tues, paintings, medals, and other anti- 
quities, which were removed upon the 
death of the late dauphin, and a great part 
of them fent to his fon Philip, king of 
Spain. Martin the elder painted the gal- 
lery. The front towards the garden con- 
fifts likewife of a lofty advanced building, 
with wings confiderably lower, which ter- 
minate on the right and left, with twa 
'pavilions of the fame he^ht with the 
£)ody of the building. The gardens of 
this palace are much admired for their 
fine walks, parterres, canals,, and water- 
works. Adjoining to the gardens there 
is a fpacious . park, furrounded with a 
brick wall, and adorned with woods, 
bafons, and refervoirs of water. The 
woods^ are cut through and divided by 
beautiful ridings. 

V. St. GERMAIN S. 

This palace is built ia the form of a 
Ciiftle, and furrounded with a dry ditch- 
A magnificent ftone gallery runs round 

thft 
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the middle of the whole ftrufture, which 
is of an oval fi^^ure, and the roof is co- 
vered with thin flat freeftone inftead of 
tiles. 

The chapel is remarkable for an ex- 
cellent altar-piece, reprefenting the Lord's 
"Supper, by Pouflin. 

The profpeft from the caftle is admi* 
rable, efpecially towards the river and the 
plains, having Paris, St. Denis, and Marlv* 
within fight. There is a curious mall m 
this cattle, with fquare pavilions built all 
along, for the conveniency c>f the pkyers 
and fpedators. Among the improvements, 
made to this place by Louis XIV. he ad- 
ded the terras of above three thoufand 
paces in the great parterre, and the val* 
ley-garden. There are abundance of dry 
grottos, which afford pleafant retreats v\ 
the fummer, and feveral wet ones, with 
curious water-works, and artificial birds, 
which make an agreeable found. In one 
of the grottos there is a Virgin playing 
on the organ, whole eyes are la artificial- 
ly moved, that (he fcems to be alive ; in 
another place there is an Orpheus play- 
ing on t-he lute, and keeping time, while 
the beads, birds, woods and rocks feem 
to follow him, withfeveral reprefentations 
<?f the like nature, all put into motion by 

water^ 
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water. The adjacent foreft comains up- 
wards of five thoiifand acres, and is cut 
through with an infinite nun^ber of large 
ridings, in the form of ftars, which have 
a.poft fixed in the centre, with' the name 
of the Itar painted thereon ; and is welj* 
replenilhed with game, which renders it 
jB moft agreeable fituation for hunting. 
It was in this caftle that the late king 
Jaqics rcfided with his court during hii 

yi, FONTAINEBLEAU. 

Fontainebleau is a fmall town of the 
Catinpis^ in the ifle of France, fo called 
becaufe of its fine waters ^ it is fituated in 
the middle of a foreft three miles from- 
the^ river Seine, twelve from Melun, and 
forty-two from Paris* There are only 
three or four ftreets in the town (all filled 
with public inns) which terminate in the* 
caftle. The French- kings have chofeii 
this for a hunting-feat, by reafon of its 
fituation proper for that diverfion. The 
caftle or palace contains fome magnificent 
piles ; yet it is a very irregular piece, 
having been built at feveral times without 
any order or fymmetry. The old palace 
was. firft built by JLewis ViL in 11.37, 

but 
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but improved by Francis I. Henry IV* 
and chiefly by Lewis XIV. A^ you ap- 
proach the palace, you pafs thro* the court 
of offices to come to the court of the old 
caftle, known by the name of Donjon, 
and built by Francis I. Here you fee the 
front of the great gate of the draw-bridge, 
fupported by feveral marble pillars, and 
fome ornamental ftatues. J'f^c architec- 
ture of this old caftle is much elteemed. 
Round the cotJrt there are a great many 
fmall turrets and galleries -, but the great- 
eft curiclfity of this part of the building, is 
a fmall cabinet adorned with fome beauti- 
ful pi£tures, and a chapel, whofe ceiling 
is admired for its workmanlhip. 

From the old caftle you pafs on to the 
court of fountains, which is adorned with 
a great many fine brals and marble 
. ftatues, fpouiing water. This coitrt an- 
fwers to three fides of a building which 
form another palace, fo that there are 
four caftles or palaces, and as many gar- 
dens in Fontainebleau. But this is moft 
efteemed for the beauty of its apartnnif nts 
and galleries. . The hall of -the- hundred 
Swifs is painted in frefco, by Primaticio, 
"Maitre Roux, and Salviati. The gallery 
of the ftags is a hundred paces long, and 
runs all along thftotangferyv it isf enriched 

with 
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beautiful alleys, in the middle of which 
is an oftagon cabinet. Next you proceed 
to the pine-garden, and thence to the 
parterre of the great garden, where you 
have a itioft beautiful profpedt of the 
caftle. In the middle is a large bafon, in 
which there rifes an aquatic rock, which 
rpours out its waters in a moft wonderful 
manner. To the right of this parterre 
you fee a piece of water level with the 
ground, in the middle of which is a moft 
beautiful ftatue of Apollo. The grottos 
and cafcades are next to this parterre at 
: the entrance of the park, which is divided 
in the middle by a large canaL The 
fine walks along the alleys of this park 
are moft delightful, being inclofed with 
palifades of a furprizing height, and 
extending further than your eyes can 
reach. The toreft of Fontainebleau was 
ai^tiently called the foreft of Bievre, and 
c^ontains upwards of fix-and-twenty thou- 
fand acres ; it is of a round form, and 
the palace ftauds in the tentre. 

VIL St. CLOUD. 

St. Glo«d is afmall town of the Ifle of 
France, pleafantly fituated upon the river 
Seine^ abeUt fix mifcs w^ <>f Paris. 

This 
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This town was eredted into a duchy and 
peerage in 1674, by Lewis XIV, when 
Francis de Harley, archbifliop of Paris, 
and his fucceflbrs, were created perpetual 
dukes and peers of Fra^nce, with the title 
of St. Cloud* It is a very antient place, 
and was originally called Nogent, which 
name it changed to honour the memory 
of Clodoald or Cloud, thifd fon of Clodo- 
niir, king of Orleans, and brother of Clo- 
vis.II. In the collegiate church they prc^ 
•ferve the relics of St. Cloud, and the heart 
of Henry IV. who was killed here in 
1589, by James Clement, aDominicaA 
friar. They have likcwife a very good 
manufacture of earthen ware, and various 
porcelaine, and a ftone bridge over the 
Seine, confiftitig of fourteen arches. 

But the principal curiofity ef St. Cloud, 
4s the palace belonging to the duke of Or-- 
leans -, which, for fituation, waters, woods, 
architecture, fculpture, and paintings, is 
reckoned one of the fineftin the kingdom. 
It is fituated at the fide of a mountain, at 
the foot of which the river Seine pleafant- 
ly glides. The avenue to the palace is 
upon t;he declivity of the hill, adorned 
with three fine walks of trees, having the 
town on the right, and the park on the 
left. This avenue terminates at the baie 
court, from whence you proceed to the 
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great court at one of the angles, becaufe 
of the irregularity of the ground. The 
palace confifts of a large advanced build- 
ing in the middle of the front, and two 
wings, each of them flanked with a pavi- 
lion. The apartments are extremely mag- 
nificent, and richly furnifhed -, the paint- 
ings clpecially are vaftly admired, being 
reckoned Mignara's beft pieces. Before 
you enter the guard-hall you may fee the 
billiard-room on the right, the ceiling of 
which is nioft beautifully adorned with 
paintings and gildings. The great hall 
before the gallery is remarkable for the 
amours of Mars and Venus, reprefented 
in feveral beautiful piftures. The fa- 
mous gallery of Apollo and its two halls, 
from whence there is a fine profpedt of 
Paris and the adjacent country, are de- 
corated with every thing that can render 
a place charming and pleafant. The mofl: 
admired pictures in this gallery are the 
royal palaces and caftles, the birth of 
Apollo and Diana, the rifing fun, the 
Zephyrs fliedding the moiningdew, Au- 
rora in her chariot with Cupid ftrcwing 
flowers before her, Apollo inventing mu- 
fic, Ciimene prefentingl^haetonto the Sun, 
Ap Jilo and Virtue, Circe and Cupid, 
Icarus falling, and efpecially the four fea- 

fons^ 
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fons, which are exquifitely ' drawn. Of 
the eight bas-reliefs in cameos in the gal- 
lery with gilt frames, the two largeft are> 
Marfyas challenging Apollo, and Apollo 
caufing Marfyas to be flead» The two 
lefler, are Apollo with the Sibyl kneeling 
before him, and Apollo with Efculapius 
by him. The other four bas-reliefs placed 
in the other half of the gallery, are the 
metamorphofis of Ceronis, of Daphne, of 
Clitia, and of Cypariffa. Towards the 
left of the further end of this gallery, 
there is a fmall hall, adorned with a ceil- 
ing elegantly painted. The greai cabineC 
is enriched with an infinite number of An- 
gular and valuable curiofities, collefted 
with great care and expence, and ranged 
with the greateft order and tafte.-^ The 
chapel is fmall, but very beautiful. 

The gardens are difpofed with a great 
deal of art. Their (ituation is quite charm- 
ing ; for the river Seine running clofe un- 
der them, forms a beautiful and large 
canal, which waters a Ions; terras, planted! 
with rows of trees. Thefe gardens are 
embellifhed with groves, falcons, bafons^' 
water-works, and efpcqially with grand 
cafcades. The upper gardens are very 
foacious : on the top of the hill there arc 
feveral large pieces of water, diftributed 
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into fpouts and jfticafs, and diverfified in 
feveral manners. The park is almofl: 
twelve miles in circumference. The oran- 
gery, the labyrinths, and the bafons, 
have each their particular merit : but the 
greateft beauty of all are the two admi- 
rable cafcades, Avliich are reckoned a 
mafter-piece in their kind, and very well 
deferve the traveller's attention > the high- 
eft was defigned by Le Pautre, and the 
fecond by J. H. Manfard. . 

Com p EIGNE, fituated about fifty miles 
north-eaft, of Paris, is one of the moft an- 
tient palaces of the kings of France. It 
was repaired and beautified by Lewis 
XIV. The prefent king frequently re- 
fides here. The foreft, which contains 
29,000 acres, abounds with game. 

Choisy lately belonged to the princefs 
of Conti, fecond dowager ; it was called 
Choify Mademoifelle, becaufe it was for- 
merly in the pofleffion of Mademoifelle 
cle Montpenfier. It belongs now to the 
king, who has improved the buildings; 
and it is called. Choify Le Roy, fo that it 
ceafes in fome meafure to be a private 
feat. The houfe is very beautiful and 
richly adorned. The gardens are extreme- 
ly fine ; among others, the eight ftatues 
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copied by Anguier, from' antiques at 
Rome,, are greatly admired. 



PRIVATE SEATS. 

ScEAUX is a feat belonsjino: to the duke 
of Maine, In the apartments and gar- 
dens there is abundant matter to fatisfy 
the curious. The Aurora painted in the 
pavillion, called by the name of Le Brun, 
is by that famous artift, as are alfo the 
fine paintings in the chapel, where he has 
reprefented the antient law fulfilled by 
the new. 

Clagny, near Verfailles, is a feat be- 
longing to the duke of Maine's fon j it 
was built by Lewis XIV. for Madame de 
Mbntefpan. The defigns are by Francis 
Manfart. The whole houfe is in a very 
good tafte, but tlie court and ftair-cafc 
are moft remarkable. The fmall pieces 
of canon in one of the halls are a prefent 
from the officers of the city of Paris to the 
duke of Maine, when he was admitted 
great mafter of the ordnance. 

The houfe, which the princefs of Conti, 
fecond dowager, had at Iflfy, is very fine, 
both in regard to the architefture, which 
is in a very good tafte, and to the furni- 
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turc, which is extremely rich. The gar- 
dens are very beautiful. The name of 
the village of Ifly is faid to be derived 
from the goddefs Ifis, who had a temple 
there. 

St. Maur is a feat belonging to the 
duchefs dowager of Bourbon. The tafte, 
the magnificence, and the delicacy fo much 
admired in the palais de Bourbon at Paris, 
.which was built by this princefs, may 
ferve to give us an idea of her country- 
feat. The fituation is extremely pleafant. 

BAGNOLfiT belongs to the duchefs of 
Orleans. The houfe is lar^re and acrree- 
able ; the gardens are well laid out, and 
of a very great extent. You cannot fee 
this houfe without a ticket, which is not 
difficult to obtain. 

T\\Q, houfe of CoNFLANS belongs to the 
archbifhop of Paris. The whole infide is 
magnificent, yet the gallery deferves chief- 
ly the attention of the curious. The gar- 
dens are extremely pleafant, and the little 
grotto that opens to the river, is inimit- 
able. 

There are few houfes in the neighbour- 
hood of Paris, equal to Maisons in mag- 
nitude and beauty. It belongs to M. de 
Maifons, one of the firft and wealthieft 
families of the law. The whole is re* 

mark- 
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markably curious, and among the rcil, 
the door on the gardcn-fide, which is 
wrought with infinite labour. The gar- - 
dens are alfo perfeftly beautiful and very 
large. 

The houfe of M. Croifat, at Mont- 
morency, is one of the pleafanteft in the 
neighbourhood of Paris. Bcfides the me- 
rit of the architefture, wliich is correcft, 
the ceiling, painted by La Fofle, is greatly 
admired. This famous artift has there 
reprefented Phaeton alking of his father ^ 
to let him drive his chariot. It formerly 
belonged to M. Le Brun ; and the gar- , 
dens, which anfwer to the beauty of the 
building, were defigned by him. In 
the church of Montmorency there is a 
tomb of the Conftable of that name, 
reckoned one of the iineft monuments in 
France.

There is alio a Diligence from Paris to 
Lyons -, the price is loo livres each paf- 
fenger, for which the coachmsn bears all 
expences on the road.' 

If dcfirous of travelling into thefoutherft 
parts of France, in the leaftexpenfive man- 
ner, you muil take the route of Lyons, 
inftead of that of Orlieans, which will fave 
you at Jeaft twelve guineas ; for I {hall 
land you at Avignon, which is one hun- 
dred and forty eight leagues from Paris,, 
witliout travelling by land any more than 
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forty three leagues, which is from Auxerre^ 
to Chalion : was you to take the rout o£ 
Orleans, you could not poflibly return by 
water, as 1 propofe you fhould go •, for it is 
never pradtifed on account of the rapidity 
of the current, which frequently runs in. 
the Rhone, at the rate of feven or eight 
miles an hour ; and to travel by land is 
extremely expenfive, and would make 
the difference (if not more) that I have 
above calculated •, it is alfo, in my opi- 
nion, much more pltafant ; as the ^ree- 
able company you are fure to meet with 
in thofc boats, and the variety of delight- 
ful profpefts, will make the time pals 

• joyoufly ', and all this, without the fa- 
tigue of beino; lolted in a villainous ftage- 

• coach, containing m general fourteen paf- 
iengers •, and, if in fummer, fuffocated; 

' with the duft and heat : rcfolve therefore 
upon this method, as, believe me, it is 

, the belt you can purfue. The patrons of 
thefe boats arc always to be found at Port 

^ St. Paul, from whence they go three times 
a week to Auxerre, which is thirty three 
leagues from Paris •, diey are moft com- 
fortably conftmcted, being decked high, 
enough to walk under, and falhed on each 
fide : for this trip you w^ill only pay five 
livres, and a haltjpenny a pound for your 

baggage^. 
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Baggage, and will perform it in two day 9 • 
and a half; they have ten horfes to drag, 
the boat, no fails being made ufe of ; they- . 
will drefs you a dinner, or fupper, for 
twenty or thirty fols, and furnifli you. , 
with good wine •, fo that you may enjoy 
yourfelf as comfortably as in an. eating- 
houfe. 

Thefe are the oiriy boats that do not 
fl:op to dine and lie ; all the reft that I 
Ihall hereafter condudt you to, do both. 
This fatigue may be difpenfed with for a 
couple of nights, as it is more than pro^ 
bable you may hai^e a tete-a-tete witt 
fbme of the French ladies, . who are. ex-r 
tremely agreeable and entertaining. 

There are different apartments, in 
tshefe boats ; and they who go fartheft. in 
tshem, have always the. preference, as 
they may perhaps drop two thirds of 
their paflengers before they reach their 
journey's end.

very ferious affair qf fuch an accident, 
and will run you up a bill of fifty ^ineas 
before you can look round you ; io that 
z misfortune of this nature will throw 
)^our frugality out of window, and let 
your conftitutbn on the wreck. 

You will no doubt be frequently ac:- 
cofted in the ftreets, by fellows who arc 
lookers-out to bawdy-hou&s ; afkiag you, 
if you want a jolie fiUe ; and happy are 
they, when they can lay hold of an En- 
jlifliman, as the girls fay, they bleed 
rreely : the reward on thole occalions, is 
to break your cane over their Ihoulders ; 
for many unguarded foreigners have becnj 
fcduced by thofe notorious villains, into 
places from whence they have never more 
made their appearance^ 

I Ihall fuppofe you now to be landed at 
Auxerre in Burgundy, an antient, dirty 
town, built on the fide of a hill, and ex- 
tremely irregular,, abounding .with mul- 
titudes of churches and convents, few of 
which merit any notice. The bilhop's- 
palace is reputed to be the fineft in. 

France;^ 
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France, which is all that is curious here^ 
The Petit-Paris is the beft inn, and very 
convenient, as it is next door to the Bu- 
reau, from whence the ftage coaches fet 
out : it fometimes happens that you will 
be obliged to wait two or tliree days for 
the coach ; fhould that be the cafe, and 
you Ihould be alone (which is not likely 
to happen) agree for fo much a meal i 
^d for three livres five fols a day, you 
will be accommodated to your wifh,, 
with a bottle of good burgundy at each 
meal, if you chufe it ; if you do not ufe 
this precaution, they will probably charge 
you double that fum. 

Inftead of taking your place in the 
Chalons coach, I would have you take it 
in that of Dijon, which will coll you on- 
ly fourteen livres ; by this means you will 
have the pleafure of feeing that town, 
which, being the capital,, was where the 
duke of Burgundy kept his court before 
that province was united to the crown of 
France. Here the French language is 
fpoke with greater propriety than at. Paris, 
or any other town in the kingdom, tho* 
Blois had formerly that reputation. I do 
not know any town in France preferable 
to thisj for the refidence of any gentle- 

maUi 
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man, till he has perfcfted himfelf in the 
French tongue. 

It is a parliament town, ever neat and: 
clean •, fituated in a moft pleafing, 
healthy, and extenfive plain, and hath 
delightful walks both witiiin and without 
its walls : many curiofities are to be feeh ' 
there ; and, for fix hundred livres, you 
may lodge and board, in the greateft de- 
cency, with the counfellors of the par- 
liament, There are abundance of gentry 
live .here on flender fortunes, with the. 
greateft comfort ; all kinds of provifions 
being extremely cheap : the young gen- 
tlemen of the town are v^ry polite ta 
ftrangers, and have many agreeable amufe- 
ments which are not expenfive ; in (hort, 
all its inhabitants fhew an hofpitality and 
generofity, that I met not with in any 
other part of France. 

The prince of Conti has a pakce in 
the center of the town, with a moft fuperh 
ftatue in front of Louis XIV. on horfe- 
back-, and, about a mile diftant, he has 
alfo a moft delightful park, which all 
the gentry frequent on holidays r the 
walks are fo completely {haded, as to 
proteft you entirely, from the fun-fhine, 
which would be otherwife extremely in- 
convenient,

Dijon is fixty-eight leagues S. W. of 
Paris, and contains about v^ti rfioufanct 
i^nhabitants, has no trade except for wines,, 
which are famous all the world over •, and 
in thefe they- principal riches confift. 
The hofpital, the Jefuits-hall, the Char- 
treux, and many other things, are worthy 
obfervation, which the Nouveau Voyage^, 
as I faid before, will point out, without* 
your aflcing a fmgle queftion. 

Before you depart from this city, yon 
ftiould make a party, and vifit Befanjoa 
and Citeau •, the former being one of tiio- 
ftrongeft frontier garrifons belonging ta 
France •, and the latter the richelt body- 
of monks in the kingdom, whofe revenue 
is fcarce known, but fuppofed to be half- 
a-million of livres annually, about* 
;^ 1 1 3 75. This convent is^ only four leagues, 
from Dijon, and obliged to entertain all 
ftrangers with hofpitality and politenefs : 
they never eat meat, but you will fee at 
their table fifty dilhes of fifli, eggs, and 
garden-ftufF, fcrved up in the moft ele- 
gant and delicious manner, v/ith th« moft 
exquifite wines that Italy or France can 
produce. Thus thofe ufelefs muck- worms 
live. At your departure from this convent, 
you are fure to be attacked by perhaps an. 
feundred half-ftarved,^ miserable obje6ts, 

prancing 
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prancing after you in wooden flioes, ana 
fcarce a covering to keep out the cold. 

You are now returned, and have taken 
your place in the ftage for Chalons, which 
is fourteen leagues, and will coft you fix 
livres. You will dine at Beaune, a town 
famous for little elfe than its excellent 
wines ; and a well managed comfortable 
hoipital, which has elegant apartments 
detached from thofe of the common 
people, ever ready to receive flxangcrs 
of any nation, who may chance to be 
taken ill upon the road ; he may fuit 
himfclf from twenty fols, to fix livres a 
day, and is found medicines and advice, 
at the expence of the crown ; what he 
pays, is fuppofed to be for the ufe of the 
furniture, the broths and other provifion, 
which he may have octafion for. The 
fick are moft carefully attended by an 
order of women drefled in white, with 
diftinguifhing marks according to their 
Seniority, many of whom are young and 
beautiful. 

Thofe nuns hold their profeflion (tho* 
we may naturally ftippofe it a very dif- 
^reeable one) the mpft meritorious in 
life; as, in obedience to God's ordi- 
nance, they feed the hungry, clothe 
the naked, and a/Tift the diftrefled. 

You: 
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You will fup at Chalons, where you 
will fee nothing curious, except another 
jio^ital, founded on the fame humane 
regulations as that of Beaune; if you 
have time, it is worthy your obfervation, 
as you will there find apartments for the 
reception of ftrangers, commanding the 
moft healthy pleafing profpefts ; and 
furnifhed . throughout with filk and da- 
malk, the very lining of the rooms and 
-bed covers not excepted. 

You will be plyed on the quay by failors, 
fome belonging to the Diligence par eaUj 
fome to the Coche par eau 5 that is, the 
Diligence by water, and the coach by 
water •, but by all means prefer the Dili- 
gence, as you are fure of better company* 
and quicker paflage. The price to Lyons 
is only eight livres ; the diftance twenty- 
four leagues. This machine is much 
more comfortable than the laft you was 
in, as you will ftop to dine, fup, and 
lie -, and on the fecond day arrive early in 
the evening at Lyons ; where die Park, and 
Palace Royal, are the beft inns, and where 
you are almoft fure of meeting with fome 
of your countrymen, who are on their 
travels : you will be entertained at either 
of thofe houfes in an elegant manner, 
(lodging included) for four livres ten fols 

a day % 
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a day ; which, though dearer; thainr at 
Paris, you mull make a flhift with for the 
little time you intend ftaying in this mofc 
extravagant town, where a lodging room 
on the fecond floor will coft you at leaft 
a guinea a months 
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Defcripfion of the city «/ Lyons, and fom$ 
other to^ns in the fouth of Fkakce. 

• JTYONS, 100 leagues S. W. of Paris,, 
is built on the extreme point of a: 
peninfula, formed on one fide by the 
Rhone, and on the other by the Saone ; 
both of which make a junction a little 
below Lyons^,. and empty themfelves into 
the Mediterranean fea : this happy fitua- 
tion (being efteemed the center of Eu- 
rope) added to the indefatigable ingenuity 
and induftry of 1 50,000 inhabitants, ren- 
der it extremely commercial •, their -ma- 
nufadtures confiftof gold and filver ftufFs, 
all manner of filks, velvets, and laces ; 
filk (lockings, and various forts of wool- 
len goods : it is efteemed the fecond city 
in France, and yields to none (except 

Paris) 
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Paris) for trade, riches; and magnificent 
buildings; the houfes (which are com- 
puted to be 7000) are entirely built of 
free-ftone, and would make a noble ap- 
pearance, was it not for the extreme 
narrownefs of the ftreets, which are badly 
paved, and ever dirty ; and the villanous 
ragged paper windows, with which every 
houfe (except thofe of the richeft mer- 
chants) is fo abominably defaced : there 
^re the remains of a multiplicity of Ro- 
. man antiquities, fuch as baths, aque- 
\ du6ts, amphitheatres, &c. which, with 
feveral convents and churches, merit no- 
tice : the cathedral is a fine Gothic ftruc- 
ture, particularly famous for its curious 
clock, and the variety of its motions •, at 
'Cvery hour, a cock at the top claps his 
wings three times, and crows twice ; 
after which an angel coming out at the 
door, falutes the virgin Mayy, and at 
the fame tine an Holy Glioft defcends, 
and an image of God the Father prefents 
itfelf,. and gives the benediftion : the 
hand to the minute motion is in an 
qval, and yet the point of the hand al- 
wa,ys touches .the edge of it. There are 
two principal fquares in Lyon», one called 
Ls3i Place de Louis le Grand, ornamented 
iathjB center with.an equeftrian ftatue of 
.. • I i that 
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that king, placed on a lofty pedeftal of 
white marble, and furrounded by feveral 
beautiful marble fountains, which, in 
honour to his memory, play every holi- 
day : this fquare is laid out in pleafing 
walks, with a fhady grove on one fide, 
which is much frequented by the gentry 
and citizens. The other Iquare is called 
La Place des Terreaux •, where is to be 
feen the moft magnificent town-hall in 
France, and fome fay in all Europe : it .^ 
is a large ftately building, in the form of 
an oblong fquare ; and on each fide are 
wings 42b feet in length j in the middle 
of the front is a cupola, and in the an- 
gles, beautiful, projefting pavilions -, the 
great gate is ornamented with two co- 
lumns of the Ionic order, and leads inta 
a large hall, richly ornamented with pic- 
tures of the kings and queens of France ; 
the roof finely painted ; the hofpital and 
charity houfe are handfome buildings, and 
faid to contain 10,000 fouls, who arc 
maintained, without being any expence to 
the city, by two ferry-boats that crofs 
the Rhone to Dauphine, taking in each 
boat, a hundred paflengers at a time; 
the fare is a penny French, which every 
one pays with pleafure, knowing it to 
be fo well applied. I was credibly in- 
formed 
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formed that each boat collefted on a Sun- 
day, or holiday, 1 500 livres, which an- 
iiually muft amount to a confiderable fum 
in a catholic country : I fmcerely wifh 
that the income afifmg from the innume* 
rable ferries in England, were applied to 
the fame charitable ufe •, it could diftrefs 
no man, as they are always the property 
of the rich, and w^ould be a comfortable 
fupport to the poor and decrepit in the 
neighbourhood where they are. The in- 
habitants of Lyons croffing into Dauphine 
is only done by way of recreation, as they 
in fo fhort a time traniport themfelves from 
the town to the country. It is highly en^ 
tertaining to fee the various inventions 
thefe happy people find out to amufe 
themfelves ; and when tired, down they fit 
on the green, and regale with their cold 
collation (which they always take with 
them) in the moft perfedl tranquillity, till 
the dulk of the evening ; then retire 
home, finging, capering and dancing ; and 
convincing the thoughtful phlegmatic 
Englilh, who happen to be fpedtators, 
that they know how to tafte the enjoy- 
ments of this life ; into which we are 
moft certainly fent to be more happy 
than We, too frequently, make ourfelves -, 
or the dark gloomy atmoijphere, which 

fo 
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So continually hangs over our heads, will 
fufFer us to be in our native climate ; 
though our heavy foods and liquors, 
add greatly to our unhappy hj^pocondriac 
difpofition. 

The play-houfe here is fpacioijs, and 
richly ornamented with gilding, and glafs 
branches, all the leaning-places faced with 
crimfori velvet, and much nfiore frequent- 
-ed by gay drefled company than thofe at 
Paris, and the aftors eftecmed equally 
igood. Before you leave Lyons, vifit the 
convent at Croix Roufle ; from the gar- 
<Jens of which you have a moft delightful 

• «hd extenfive profpeft of the Alps, and 
the country adjacent to the city, which 

" is moft beautifully variegated with rifing 
grounds, meadows, convents, country- 

, feats, gardens, vineyards, &<:. the whole 
forming the moft pleafing landfcape that 
the eye can poflibly behold. 

* Having fufficiently fatisfied your curio- 
fity, you will now, I fuppofe, think of 
taking your leave, and departing for Avi- 
gon, which is 48 leagues diftant ; you 
will l:nd the Diligence par eau equally as 
commodious as the 1 aft you was in -, it 
ftops to dine, fup, and lie •, and fot^ight 
livres will conduft you thither in great 
fafety in three days j fo that you may 

eafily 
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cafily judge of the rapidity of the Rhone, ) 
as no fail is made ufe of, except now-and* « 
then to avoid a Ihoal : when you get a r 
little below Lyons, you will be highlf t 
delighted with variouf and beautiful pro- : 
fpeas; the hills on each fide are immenfe- 
Iv high 5 caitles on the very fummit of 
feveral of them, which, tho* barren in 
themfelves, are made (by induftrious hard : , 
labour) as fertile as the ifland of Calypfo : 
here peaches, figs, almonds, plumbs, " 
neftarincs, pomegranates, and, in (hort, • 
all the fruit that can flatter the tafle, or •. 
pleafe the eye, are in the greateft: abun- ^ 
dance; and vines heavily loaded under * 
their purple produce, artfully hanging in 
feftoons from tree to tree, and impofing ' 
on their more fturdy neighbours, a fa- 
tigue which their own weaknefs renders . 
them incapable of fupporting. 

As foon as you pais the bridge of St^ 
Efprit, (which crofles the Rhone on 
thirty arches) a fine champaign country, 
(which is Low Languedoc) will open on ' 
your right, where every thing that con- 
tributes to ufe and pleafure, is in the * 
greateft abundance; you will there fee 
olive trees, and vineyards in the greateft , 
purity and perfection ; the former of 
which (being an ever-green) renders the 

H country 
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country at all feafons moft pleailng to the 
eye: though they are plamed thick toge- 
ther, the. wheat, and other grain that is 
fov^ed under them, comes to greater per- 
fe6tion than any fowed in the open 
fields ; the ground never wants manure, 
as the fatnefs of the fruit (many of 
which efcapc being gathered) fuppiics 
that defedr. 

You are now airived at Avignon, one 
Jiundred and forty eight leagues from 
Paris, fituated on the eaft fide of the 
Rhone : La Ville de Paris is the bcft inn, 
where you will be accommodated in a gen- 
teel manner, (lodging included) for- three 
livres five fols a day. This town, though 
in the kingdom of France, is governed by 
the pope, whofc vice-legate always refides 
there, in a palace famous for little elfe 
than its antiquities and fituation, as it 
commands a mofi pleafing and extenfive 
profpeft, terminating in eminencies, diver- 
fificd with villages, feats, fummer-houfes, 
vineyards, meadows, and corn fields ! 
this fertile country affords all the necef- 
• tmts of life in the greateft plenty, con- 
fe()ueptiy draws multitudes of people, 
who live in great decency on very fmall 
fortunes. The town is furrounded with 
a handfome 4ofty wall, built of frec-flone, 

flanked 
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Dailrked here and there with fqiiare towers ; 
without which are delightful walks, wtert^ 
oh a Sunday or holiday, one is furc to - 
meet with more pretty women than I 
verily believe Paris can produce ; I own, 
I thought myfclf tramported, by fome 
ma^c art, among my fair beauteous 
country-women ^ ' on exprcfling my fur* 
prize at fo pleafing a fight at a public 
taUe, a lady who fat near me very polite- 
ly told me, that it was not to be wonder- 
ed at, as Avignon had been for many 
years the refidcnce of- a vaft number of 
handfome En^ifii' gentlemto, who were 
obliged' to fly their country with the un- 
fortUniate chevalier in 1745; I told her I 
was highly fenfible of the compliment fhe* 
pftid me,-ahd: was'happy to finathe ladies, 
lAider the proteftibn of hJs holinefs, fo 
open and holpitable to flrangeri ; that I 
efteemed it a great misfortune I was only * 
a-paflenger, othenvife T flattered myfel^ 
that, in a little time, I might (by my own 
gbod endeavours) creep into fome of 
th«r favours : fans doute^ Monfuur^ with 
a* fmile, and a roll of the eye, (which 
contained more than could a volume) was; 
a^l^ the anfwer the enchanting- goddeli^ 

favoured me with. 
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The houfes are all built of free-ftone ; 
but the ftreets narrow and irregular •, the 
cathedral is a Qothic ftrufture, contains 
vaft riches and adn^irable paintings, with 
many relics, and the , medals of nine 
popes w4io have refided there. I owii I 
was fo ambitious, as to wift> myfelf mailer 
or St. John's head, which i? in iblid gold, , 
ornamented with jewels, gold miedals, 
&c. m the greateft profufion. I am per- : 
luaded I could apply it to much better 
ufc, as it is only expofed on certain faints 
days, to be killed by fome thoufands of 
people, who come many miles on foot 
for that purpofe, and are fp fupe^-ftitious 
as to think, they are by that means fpr- 
giyen all their fins, be they ever fo atro- 
cious : to fpeak truly, they . feem in this 
country fo wholly taken up with the care 
of their, fouls, that they totally negleft 

* the good of their bodies j being often on 
their knees, when they ought to be earn- 

. ing their bread. 

The police in this city is adniirable ; 
in every quarter of the town, there is a 
magiftratc always fitting to render juftice, . 
as w^ell to fbrangers, as the inhabitants : 
over every baker*s, butcher's, fifhmong- ; 
er's, ' and fire-merch'ant^s doors, ^are . the ; 
prices wrote up for thefe COnxmodities at 

,cach 



k 



in his Tour through France. ^ 1 49 
each feafon of the year ; which, according . 
to fcarcity, or plenty, arc raifed and 
lowered by order of the council : there is 
a magazine of corn in the centre of the 
town, which is bought up when cheap, 
and in cafe of a fcarcity, is opened and , 
retailed to the poor, and poor houfe- 
keepers, at the price for which it was 
bought : this praife-worthy regulation • 
puts it out of the poWer of thofe rapa- 
cious monopolizers of grain, cattle, and 
coal, to ftarve or diftrels the moft ufeful 
and laborious part of the nation j who, 
like the ufelefs5 inaftive drones, devour 
the honey their induftrious countrymen 
have fo hardly toiled for. Surely, fuch 
laws as thefe are worthy our imitation ; 
and I wifli I could fee them eftablilhed 
throughout England. 

This town, tho' extremely large, con- , 
tains only 9000 fouls, with an innumer- 
able number of churches and convents \ . 
few manufaftories, and little commerce, 
except in wines, oil, and corn, which 
are its chief riches. The Jews, who live 
in a partiailar quarter of the town, enjoy 
their religion in a handfome fynagogue : 
a privilege refufed them in France ; and, 
though fubjedt to heavy taxes, and diftin- 
guilhing marks, (which cuftom, and 

H 3 their 
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thpir own intercft have taught; them not^ 
cftecm a punifliment; are in a very thriv- 
ing condition ; for moft of the trade of 

. the city goes through their haivls. The 
married men are obliged to wear yellow 
hats, and the women have their caps, 
bunched out on each iide, as big as a 
penny loaf; the batchelors and maidens, 
red hats, which when they crofs into the 
dominions of France, they immediately 
change. 

Your next trip is to Aix» a parli^ient 
town, the capital of Provence, and only 
twelve leagues diftant ;. you will fiud erety 
day at the door of the inn, coachmen and 
chaife boys plying paiffcngcrs, any one of 

; whom will fet you down for fix livres. 

, It is proper I fhould acquaint you, that 
between feveral towns you have now ta 
yjifit, ' there are no fixed ftages, therefore 

. no ftipulated price ; and it is the cuftom 
Qf thefe voituriers, as they are caUed, ta 
. ^(k a. louis d'or, when they mean to take 
one third ; therefore never offer them 
, . more, and you will find tliey will in the 
end take your money; there are fuch 
numbers of them continually pafling and 
repaffing, that if one will not, another 
will: I fhould again inform you (as I 
would not deceive ^ny reader ia apy one 

point) 
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point) that thefe carriages afe as" decent 
and comfortable as our ftage coaches, 
ialhed on each fide, and calculated to 
hold four or fix paflengers, and very dif- 
ferent from the Noah's ark before men- 
tioned 5 the only objedion to them (if.it 
can be deemed one) is, that as they are 
drawn by mules they do not exceed thirty 
miles a day ; but this I efteem an advan- 
tage, in that pleafant climate, to a man 
who makes a proper ufe of his travels, as 
he has an opportunity, not only to make 
juft obfervations on the country he. goes 
through, as tp the nature of its\produce, 
goodnefs of its foil, &c. but alfo at every 
towa he ftays at to dine and lie, he:has 
time enough to infpcft the various curio»» 
fities, and acquaint himfelf with thema*. 
nufaftories, trade, riches, cuftoms and 
manners of the people ; which, ;by being 
hurried through, (as our nobility and 
gentry commonly are) in poft-chaiies, te 
would be deprived of. 

The beft ijin at Aix, is the Croix d'Or, . 
where, for the fame price as at Avignon^ 
you will be well lodged and entertained ; 
this town will perhaps plcafe you better 
than any you have yet feen in France, tho* 
deficient in amiifements, except when the 
parliament is fitting : in winter it is ex- 
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tremely pleafant, never too coW, but in 
the fummer, hot, arvd extremely un* 
healthy : it is feated in a valley, entirely 
furrounded with lofty hills, which keep 
off the refrefhing breezes that might other- 
wife make it pleafant and temperate : the 
wall round the town (being irregular and 
decayed) greatly offends the eye while 
without ; but when within, nothing can 
be more pleafant : the ftreets are well 
paved, ever clean, and of a great breadth 
and length : the houfes are beautifully 
built ofwhite ftone, and moft of them 
ornamented with balconies and fculpture ; 
and, in general, exceed thofe at Paris. 
The pubnc walk is near a mile long, and 
-extremely pleafant, compofed or four 
rows of ftately elms, which form three 
delightful allies : in the center of the 
middle walk are four magnificent foun- 
tains, one of which difcharges water in 
great abundance, almoft fcalding hot, 
v^hich has many virtues, one of which is 
faid to be that of curing the moft con- 
firmed p— X ; but if it has this power, 
providence would have been kind to have 
placed one of equal efficacy in every 
fouthern town in France. 
. On each fide of this noble avenue, are 
grand vniform buildings, in which the 

oobilitj^ 
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hobility and gentry refide, elpecially in 
winter > fo that it is faid to be the gen- 
teeleft frequented provincial town in the 
kingdom : the town-hall, the parliament 
houfe, and feveral magnificent churches 
and convents, are worthy your infpeftion^ 

There are alfo feveral public libraries^ 
a mint, a chamber of accounts, a court of 
taxes, and many other public buildings, 
where the affairs of the province are fet- 
tled. To have an extenfive profpcdl of 
the town, and the country round it, you 
Ihould vifit the Couvent des Freres Pre- * 
cheurs, from thence you will difcover the 
hills covered with vines and olive trees ; 
the plains and vallies, divcrfified witti 
meadows^ corn fields, and fcrpentine ri- 
vers ; and bordered with trees, which " 
make an agreeable verdure, almoft thjc 
whole year. i * 

Aix, tho' large, is not peopled in pro- 
portion J fcarce any manufadtures,^ and 
little trade, except in wine and oil, which 
. are very excellent. You will find car- 
riages at your, inn, fetting out every hour 
for Toulon, which is fixteen leagues - 
diftant; m any of whi^ch, you may get a 
pafTage tor eight livres, to the Croix de * 
Malta, which is the beft inn in that town.; 
you willjao doubt be aftonifhedat the dirt * 

H 5 and 
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and poverty that prevails in this gar^m 
of France, as it is termed, only (as I ap- 
prehend) becaufe oranges and lemons grow 
there, and almoft in as great perfe&oo' 
as in the Weft-Indies : the people, by 
their rags and me^re yellow look, /hew,, 
very conlpicuoufly, the mifery that reigns 
amongft them, proceeding more from the 
barrcnnefs of the country (which is moftly 
rocks and pebbles) than their own indo- 
fcnce, though a perfon^ who did not •* 
make enquiries,, would think their dit 
trefles partly owing to that;^ for they 
feem a flovenly people, in having piled 
up againft every houfe a great dunghill :. 
on my enquiring into the reafon of this 
unhealthy and indecent praftice, I was 
informed^ that they had no other method 
•©f making manure for their land, than. 
by fpreading flraw in the ftreets, which 
was ground to pieces by the carriages 
^frequently paffing and repafling* 

For fome miles before you reach Tou- 

* Ion, you will crdfs the fame chain of moun? 
tjuns which form the Alps -, a. road that, 
■had I not feen it, I fhould have fcarce 

• though-t jtbe world had produced fuch a 
tftit. This road is in iiiany places ex- 
tremely narrow, being cut out of the folid/ 
jrocfc, which is often ico feet perpendicu- 
lar 
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lar above you, and feems to threaten d&- 
ftruition to thofe who pafs ; for on the 
other' hand, in a deep gulley, lie many 
large pieces of the rock which the heavy 
.rains have ioofened and walhed down, and 
during this feafon it is fcarce pradticablc 
to travel at alL 

On the tops of feveral of thefe barren 
focks, are villages and caftles, which are 
often feen above the clouds ; and to come 
at them, the inhabitants are obliged to- * 
■make the circuit of the hill many times. 
Here were places to retreat to in the time • 
of the civil wars, and are ftill inhabited, as 
the air is pure, and the fky-larks enjoy 
perfe6l health upon them. When you are ' 
within a few miles of Toulon, the whole- 
face of the country wears a moft joyful ap- - 
pearance, though thofe lofty hills are ftill 
leen ; but then they are clothed with ever- . 
greens, fuch as oranges, lemons, oliveSy, 
and fig-trees, which are fo delightfully 
interfperfed with country-feats and vine- 
yards, &c. on the one hand, and a moft 
extenfive view of the Mediterranean on the . 
other, that the whole forms the moft beau- 
tiful profpeft imaginable. You enterTou- 
lon over a draw-bridge, through a moft • 
magnificent gate, ornamented with tro*- 
phics and inlcriptions in honour of Lewis.

XIV. The town is ftrongly walled In, hit 
a wet ditch, is well fortified, and feems 
capable of making an ohftinate defence, 
as there is no rifing ground within (hot, 
or Ihell, that can command it, except the 
ien^my was in poffeflion of the harbour, 
which, I was informed, was ftrongly de- 
fended : I would have examined the for- 
tifications towards the fea, but it was rc- 
flifed me : the town is fmall, but well in- 
habited •> the houfes neatly built of white 
ftone i the flreets narrow, but regular ;, 
well paved, and ever clean, occafioned 

* by the many fountains which conftantly 
walh them, and carry all the filth and dirt 

• into the harbour, which they told me had 
totally deftroyed the worms which were 

. formerly fo deftruftive to fhips bottoms. 
This, though a garrifon town,, has no bar- 

^ racks, fo that the foldiers are all billetted 
on the inhabitants : they have a fpacious 
fquare in the center of the town, la which 

' they daily perform their exercife. The 
king's yard may appear curious to thole 

^ who have frequented thofe places lefs than 
I have ; but I thinkit vaftly inferior to any 
of our capital yards : what merits to be moft 

' admired, is, the harbour, and two beautiful 
moles, where 200 fail of fhips may lay in 
the greateft.fecurity, perfeftly land-locked,^ 

and 
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and the great propriety and exadtnefs the • 
different fhips of war obferve when they 
. rig, or difmantle ; each has her refpeftive ^ 
ftore in the inner mole ; her name wrote 
over the door oppofite to which fhe may 
,come at all times (there being no tide) 
and either receive, or deliver her ftores ; 
totally avoiding the confufion and delay 
1 have often feen in our dock-yards, by 
mixing them confufedly in aloft together, 
trufting wholly to a tally, which often 
breaks off. Their guns and anchors are • 
ready on the wharfs ; their cafks put on 
board empty, then flowed, and filled by * 
pipes contiguous to the water-fide ; they 
told me, they could equip twenty fail oif . 
.the line in three days •, but that I coul^ 
never believe, except they had Englifli , 
feamen to fhew them the mediod; in 
which cafe certainly thefe conveniences . 
would greatly expeditie an attempt of that 
nature. It is impoffible for an Englifh- . 
man to fee, without the greatefl pity and 
. compaffion, thofe poor unhappy rnen called 
galley flaves, chained by the leg together, 
and their chains of a mercilefs weight, 
many of whom have been guilty of ik> * 
other crime than fmuggling three or four 
pounds of tobacco, or fait, or perhaps . 
Killed a partridge, pheafant, or hen, (to 

hmdct 



4iinder their families from ftarving) on tte 
cftate of feme tyrannical dcfpotic feigncur r 
cruelty of this nature, for fuch flight of- 
fences, is certainly flying in the fecc of 
our mofl: merciful Creator, and mofl: pro- 
fanely proft:ituting the power he has been 
^pleafed to inveft in the great, over the reft 
of their unhappy fellow-creatures ; and to 
add to their mifery and afflidlion, they are 
'Obliged to do all the flavery in the king's 
yard, that the horfes do in ours; and 
kave no other food to fupport their hard 
'labour, than a pintof peafe, or calilaners^ 
per day, with a pound of bread, and wa- 
ter • to drink, and at night they are cram- 
med into a galley, which lays afloat, and 
contains (as they told me) fourteen hun- 
dred of them ; fo we may fuppofe, they 
-have as littlfc rcfl: in the night as the day. 

As a friend to my country, I fliould be 
-rery forry to fee flavery introduced, or 
any other arbitrary power that could ia 
'the leafl: degree violate, or curtail^ the li- 
'berty an Englifliman claims as his birth- 
' Tight : but upon a ferrous confideration„ 
I am fully perfuaded, that had we a num- 
ber of gallies ftationed at the different 
^orts belonging to his majefty, to receive 
'the multitudes of fturdy malefactors,, 
jfmany of them in the prime of Jifc) who 

are 



iere annudly executed iri England, Scot*» 
knd,. and Ireland, it ^wx)uld be attended 
with the moft h^j^py confequences to the 
putdicy as,, no» doubt, the dread of flavery 
in a country where liberty is, and the fee- 
ing the feverities. people in that fituation:: 
muft fiiffer,, would be more likely to pre- 
vent the innumerable thefts and robberies 
which are comniiitted, than thefe fo fre- ^ 
^uent executions ; for it is plain, tha^ 
thefe unhappy people, take very little 
«are about the fafety of their fouk 5 and 
whoever has attended at an executic»i, 
uiuft have perceived, that the fear of 
death gave them very little uneiafincfs. 

You muft agree for your paiiage from 
Toulon to Marfeillcs, which you might 
wit^yo^i^eater plcafure perforin: by' water^. 
'^s you go back almoft the fame rdad you • 
camte) was it not for the danger of falling 
inta the hands of the Algerinc cfiiizers, ; 
who are at war wth France^ iFhe dif- 
-tance by land is terf leagues,' for which you ^ 
will pay fix livres.. Marfeilles is 169 
• leagues from Paris, fituated 'in a bottom, . 
encompafled on the norths eaft, and weft 
fides by a lofty hill, at thediftance of . 
about two miles r on the fouth is a moft 
convenient harbour, where the fhips bein^ ^ 
land-locked^ ride in the moft perfcftfafe- 
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ty, and come clofe up to the merchants 
doors ; the paflfage is fo narrow, and'wa* 
ter fo ihallow, there not being above fix- 
teen feet at the harbour's mouth, that a^ 
king's frigate cannot venture in with fafe- 
ty ; the entrance is well defended, having 
a citadel on one fide, and four tier of guns 
on the other : there are feveral iflands, and 
41 large bay without, where ftiips may ride 
as fate as at Spithead : on the land fide^ 
the town appears to me incapable of makr 

' ing any defence •, the wall with which it is 
cnclofed, is tumbling to ruins, and theire 

* are feveral eminences that command it, 
which are in much lefs than point blank' 

. fliot : this town is efteemed only fecondary 
to Aix, which is called the firft city ot 
Provence,, though this is confiderably the 
moft important in point of trade ; it is 
large, rich, and is/aid to have been a town 
i)00 years before the birth of Chrifl ; it is 
. divided into the old and new towns •, the 
former ftands on an eminence, and con- 
fiils of old buildings,: and narrow ftreets •, 
but in the latter, the houfes- are magnifi- 
cently built with white ftones, and," like 
thofe of Aix, adorned with fculpture . and 
balconies*, the ftreets are broad, well 
paved, and ever clean : the public walk 
,is in the center of the low townj a mile 
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in length, and extends from the gate o€ 
Toulon to that of Aix ; it is well lliaded 
with lofty trees ; and on each fide arc 
beautiful houfes, in which the principal 
merchants refide. The inhabitants arc 
fuppojcd to be'thirty fcAir thoufand, tha* 
- before the plague which happened in 1 720, 
they counted almoft double that number. 
Their manufadtures confift in gold and 
filver fluffs, filks and laces of all forts, * 
filk ftockings, woollen cloths, ftuffs and 
'ferges : they alfo export great quantities ^ 
of wine, oil, and wool, and by their ad- 
vantageous fit uation, have engrofled the 
greateft part of the trade of the Levant. • 
The cathedral (which they tell you wa§ a 
temple of Diana) is richly ornamented) and, 
with feveral convents, churches, themint, 
change, arfenals, town- hall, armory, aca- 
demy of polite arts, and obfervatory, me- , 
rits notice: from the latter you have a 
moft extenfive view of the Mediterranean, 
«nd that delightful plain on the land fide 
ot the town, which forms a half moon ; 
and is faid to contain no kfs than twelve 
hundred country feats, interlpei'fed with 
gardens, vineyards, olives, and all other 
Ibrts of fruit trees ; it appears more like 
a town than the country, which greatly 
takes off th? pleafure of its profpeft, be- 
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• three orders of archifcdure, one above tie 
other; the portico is magnificent, and 
cmbclliflied with the bufts of the counts 
of Provence; and the roof fupported with 

• twenty double columns. Among the 

• numerous antiquities^ are the ruins of a 

• Roman amphitheatre, fuppofcd to ha7C 

• been built by Julius Csefar. 

There are alfo the remains of a circus, 

confiding of a door with two columns of 

marble of the Corinthian order ; a Ro- 

man capital ; and a large coUeAion of 

' Roman tombs, monuments, urns, &c. 

• Near the city arc what they call the Ely- 

• fian fields, where the Romans ufed to 
' bury the alhes of their dead, and they arc 

• now made ufe of as a church-yard, TWi 
. city has a communication with Laqguc- 
.' doc over a wooden-bridge^ placed on 
\flat^ bottomed boats, oppoitte the town: 

• the Lyon D'or, or the DolpTiin, arc the 

• only inns ; where, for three livres five fols 
a day, you will be well accommodated. 

In coming from Aix to Aries, you will 
crofs a moff extenfrvc plain, without a 
houfe, tree, the leaft verdure, or. any 
thing to be feen but pebble ftones : they 
told me thQ fea had formerly been there, 
and that it continued equally barren for 
near three thoufand acres \ yet whgt is 

mo& 
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ijloft furpriCng, is,,, that it turns out more 
profitable to the proprietors, than if it . 
produced wine, or. corn, in the greateft 
abundance^ as it is entirely covered with 
fheep ; which, though ever fo poor, be- 
come fat in three Weeks time, on a little 
white flower, ever in bloom, which grows 
underneath the ftones-, to come at which 
they are obliged to fcrape with their feet : 
it alfo gives the mutton fo fijie a flavour^ 
that it is lent as prefents, when killed, to 
a great diftance, as we do venifon. 

Your next objedt is Nifmes, which is 
five leagues diftant, and 148 leagues from 
Paris : the .fituation of this town is ex- ; : 
tremely pleafant, having pn one fide, hills , 
covered with vines and olives, and on the » 
ofh^r, a fine country, ^fertiie in all forts || 
^ grain. According to fomc hiftdrians,^» 
Nifmes is 5^0 years older than Rome,^ 
and was formerly rpqkoncd the largeft> 
city in Europe. There 4s no city where 
there 15 to be found fo numerous a col- . 
leftion of Roman antiquities : the amphi- 1 
theatre, the fquare houfe, the temple- 
of Diafia, the great towejf, fevcral ftatues^^ 
an4 a multiplicity of infcriptions, are tcf^. ' 
timonie^of it. The amphitheatre is cer*^ 
tainly a work of the Romans, ancj was^ 
}}uilc : (according to appearance) during^ 

the' 
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cafcadies, beautiful beyond expreflion, all 
built of hewn ftpne ; walks formed, trees 
planted, in the moft uniform manner ima- 
ginable ; fo that, in ftiort, neither expence 
or pains have been fpared to render the 
whole the moft 'complete high finiihcd 
vyork throughout the kingdom. 

The inhabitants are computed to be 
40,000, the houfes tolerably built of hewn 
ftone, but the ftreets narrow, and irregu- 
lar; there are feveral beautiful walks, both 
within and without its walls. Their ma- 
nufatlures chiefly confift in f]lks, filk 
ftockings and woollen goods. The cita- 
del is walled in, has a ftrong tow^^r at 
each corner, and two battalions of horfe 
and foot are commonly lodged there: 
the curious traveller fhould^ by all means, 
vifit a magnificent houfe, called the Ca- 
verac, apd the Pont du Gard, which is 
three leagues off: the former ihas ruined 
ifeveral of its owners, having coft them 
(as they fay) to ornament it, from time to 
time, fixteen millions* of iivres. The 
Pont du Gard appears to have been con- 
ftrufted foon at'ter the amphitheatre jof 
Nifmes, to conduft the water frpm the 
fountain of Aure to that city : this aque? 
duft is nine leagues longi and where it 
crofles the river Garon, and in a valley 

between 



in his Toar through France, t6^ 

between two loft^ mountains, is extreme- 
ly curiou^ being built like diree bridges 
one on the other ; the firft is compofed of 
lix arches ; the fecond, eleven -, and the 
third, thirty-five ; and the height of the 
whole amounting to 1 82 feet : there is no 
inicribtion by w^ich the world canjudge^ 
by whom, or m what time, this magmfi- 
cent monument of antiquity was b^ilc ; 
there are thefc three letters, A. E. A. of 
which nothing can with any certainty be 
made. The Deft inn at Nifines, is the 
Horn, where, for three livres five fols t 
day, you will be well entertained. 

Your next trip is to Montpellier, which 
* is eight leagues diftaht ; your carriage 
thither will coft you four livres ; you will 
ftop to dine at Lunel, where you may vifit 
the Port, as they call it •, there you may 
form to yourfeif fome idea (from the mul- 
tiplicity of barges coming and going) of 
the riches that accrue to this province, by 
the afiiftance of a fmall canal, which has 
a communication with the Mediterranean 
fea, owing to the fmall expence at which 
they tran^ort their corn, wine, oil and 
manufaftures wherever they pleaie \ and 
without which conveniency, it would be 
imprafticable : you will arrivf early in the 

I rwsftipg 
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evening at Montpellier,where the heft inna 
are the. Petit Paris, and the Chev:al Blanc. 
This town bias been long famojus ibr. 
(what I,' arid many of my countrymen 
fadly experienced, it does not in the leaft 
degree poffefs) a faluhrio.us air, aad fldl- 
furiphyficians : 1 pafs?d fix; rhonths xhq:e, 
dt a very confiderable expence, oh pro- 
mifes of having my'health .pi^fedljf efta- 
blifhed •, wlien, to my great concern, af- 
ter having gone through . jit! their various 
operations, I found^in theend, my health 
;nuch*iiiipaired. I can* acqiiaiiit my coun- 
trymen, and indeed I think it mjr dutjr 
to do fo, that the cliniate pf .that Ji)wa is 
fo much altered for the worfe, that the 
inhabitants themfelves fcarce know it to 
be the fame : it has been changing thefc 
ten years, and every year becomes worfe 
afid worfe. I declare, upon ' ray hcgipur, I 
have known it. rain alriioft , three liwnths 
without intermiflion 5. "and iatintfrvalsfucji 
thick ftinking fogs, as hot"hing biit* the 
banks of Newfoundland could equal ; and 
feveral ..times, ifor three or-faitr days oh a 
ftfetcii,' the iky (o/heavily loaded, tliat 1 
have neithei; b^^ able io fee , fan, moon, 
or ftari,^hj| tKe.ftreets quite wet with 
the humidity of the air. Jnfummer it.is.io 
infufferably riot, that till the cool of tfie 
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wening there is no ftirring out. Its fi- 
tuation, though on an eminence, in mv 
opinion, could never have been healthy i- 
as between it and the Mediterranean^ 
(which is about three leagues diftant) it' 
is one continued marfh and fwamp ; ever 
covered with noxious vapours, which, 
when the fea breeze fets in, blows dircftly 
on the town, and the country adjacent^' 
the fad efFeds of ^^hich, its unhealthy ill-* 
habitants, with their yellow meagre looks, ' 
are the moft convincing proofs. The" 
phyficians may be g<tod, but V oWn noniS 
of us, while I was there,' foukd'them&ii' 
though we tried their Ikill •, mkI' What is' 
ftfll moreifirange is, that they will allow' 
tiie Englifli phyficians no merit at all, and* 
liem, merely from a fpirit of contradrdionf,' 
to adt in direft opppfition to them. 'In* 
England, I was ordered (my diforder being 
nervous) the cold 'baths at all feafonsr;; 
with othen reftringents 5 inftead of which, 
thofe judicious French-bred phyficians^* 
put me into the hot bath, an Tiour at each* 
time •, repeating them fucceffively, till tliey 
^moiinted to fixtyj^ fttll perfifting, tholigfe^ 
I ofteo fainted ia theM s and wheh out, 
fo much .relaxed and enfeebled by them, 
that Iliad not ftrength to crofs the room ; 
and ac the Xame time kept me on a half 

I 2 ftar/d 
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ftarv'd diqt y forbidding me wine, or. In 
fhort, any thing that was comfort^le to 
life. They pretend to be very famous at 
curing La Verolc, without lalivation ; but 
I can affure the world, that three Englifli 

» gentlemen, after going through their dif- 
lerent teazing operations, went away quite 

• diffatisfied, having the fame pains, and 
other excruciating^fymptoms, that ever at- 

« tend that diabolical diforder. Let a man's 
complaint be what it will, he muft cither 
bleed, or take a glyfter: this indelicate 
pradlice is fo much in vogue in this very 
delicate .and polite country, that both 
men and women (though in perfeft health) 
take two or three a day -, and will talk of 
them with as much freedom, as we do of 
our difhes of tea. It is common to hear a 
gentleman or lady fay in company, that 
their dinner has not pafs'd ; they will e'en 
go and take a lavement, and in a few mi- 
lutes return and fay, it has performed 
iidmirably : the women fay, it refrcihcs 
fhem, and helps then: Ikia to a fine colour; 
but I muft impartially fay, I never faw 
any of their women of quality, or fafhion, 
that had any other than that which a pro- 
fuf:on of paint and powder gave them ; 
aixl own my ideas were often fo indelicate, 
as to fancy I faw them charged in rear» 

with 
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with this darling machine of theirs, of 
which I have been juft now fpeaking. This 
is a long digreflion, which I Ihall make no 
apology for, as my principal defign is 
to prevent any of my countrymen travel- 
ing fo far in fearch of healtJi, to be difa- 
greeably difappointed -, and fully perfuad- 
ed am I, that the air of Montpellier is 
deftruftive to all inward or nervous com- 
plaints ; which is what, in this gloomy cli- 
mate, we moftly complain of ; though I 
well know the phyficians, on their arrival 
there, will tell them (for their own inter- 
eft) that they will fend them home ne\r 
born ; which is their frequent exprefTiou* 
The town has nothing curious to induce, 
a ftr anger to ftay longer in it than three or 
four days, except he arrives there about 
Chiiftmas ; at which time, it is very gay, 
as all the nobility of Languedoc meet 
there at that time, to fettle the affairs of 
the province, though it is -not the capita V 
but efteem'd nearlv the center. There is' 
during that time, a play, whicli, with s»,a' * 
indifferent concert, are all the public a- 
mufements. The people in trade arc re- 
puted by the French themfelves, to be 
the greateft extortioners, and fure not to 
kt a penny efcape them, be the means ta 
come at it ever fo unjuft ; as an inftance,

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; they had the confcicnoe to charge 2ji 
Englifli fea officer that died there, 30a 

» Hvrcs (twelve guineas and a half) for only 
eight days lodging 5 this,, to my know- 

» ledge, is a fad. 

• . The houfes are, ""as the ftrect and peo- 

, plcv extremely in^egular and dirty. : the 
inhabitants are fuppofed to amount to 
40,000, who trade very largely in wine, 
cordialsj oil, verdigreafe, and falt-petre. 
They have feveral manufadtures in filk 
ind woollen goods. The environs are 
extremely pleafant ; having on one fide 
La place de Peyrr au, which* forms a fine 
terras, in the center of which is a fiiperb 
ftatue of Lewis the. XIV. on horfeback : 
from thence, on a clear day, may be leeii 

• to the e^ftward, the Alps, which form the 
frpjuiers of Italy -, to the fouth-weft, the 

• PyreneaA mountains, which form thofc of 
Spain, each efteem'd fifty leagues diltant ; 

• and* to the fouthward, a moft extenfive 
view of the Mediterranean : not far from 

. thence is a noble aquedud, built like 
two bridges one above the other ; and 
tlie king's garden, where (on certain 

• days) public lectures are held on botanv. 
On the other fide of the town is the Efpla- 
nade^ a beautiiul walk, bordered on each 
fide by olive trcQs, from whence there is a 

pleafing^ 
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plealing prolpeft of the fea, and the coiin- 
trjr adjacent to the town ; near which, is 
the citadel, a place of no ftrength, though 
well wairdin, as it is commanded by fe- 
veral rifmg grounds, and has only a dry 
ditch. 1 nere is commonly kept there 
four battalions of infantty. Should an 
Englifhman chufc to re/ide here any time, 
the Gr*ande Rue, that is the great ftreet, is 
the genteelefl: quarter- to rcfrde in ; where 
twelve or eighteen Hvres a month, is the 
price for a genteel chamber; which, in the 
time of the' ftates, would let for fixty \ 
and if he 'does not chufc to mefs with the 
officer^, there is a genteel'ordinary, where 
the Engitflt commonly eat at, in the Rue 
d*Argemerie, whiqh is contiguous to your 
lodgings.-'' ■ • • 

• ]Jefbpeyic>u li-avethis unheritable city, 
you Ihould hire a horfe and vifit Cette, a 
ihug fea-port town,, four leagues to the 
fouthward, where the royal canal of Lan- 
guedoe forms its j unftion with the Medi- . 
terranean. At your return. you will find, 
as before, coaches fetting gut every day 
from the Chteval Bl'aiiQ for Bcziets, fixteen 
leagues diftant ; eight 'livi-es will" be enough . 
to give for your pafiage : you will arrive 
tihie' enodgh in' the evening^' to examine 
p'roperJy Peienas, a finally neat town fitu- 

I 4 ' ated 
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a ted in a plain on the river Peyne : this 
town the Englilh have chofe, of late years, 
to refide at, far preferable to Montpellier; 
as the air is confiderably better, all forts 
of provifion in great abundance, and the 
people hofpitable ; and indeed differ as 
much in their manners as if they were not 
born in the fame country. You will on 
the next evening arrive early at Bcziers, 
fituated on a lofty eminence \ at the foot 
of which runs the river Orbe, over which 
is a handfome bridge. The cathedral is 
fmall, but finely decorated within j and 
oppofite to it is the Belvedere, or Terras, 
which commands a mod enchanting and 
cxtenfive profpcft of the fine country ad- 
jacent to the town, and the valley through 

, which this beautiful river runs ; rifing 
gradually on each fide, and forming an 

. amphitheatre covered with olives, vine- 
yards and corn fields ; and on the other 

, iide, the ten fluices of the canal, which 
form fo many beautiful cafcades, of near 

. 1 20 yards in depth. 

The bifhop*s palace is magnificent, and 
commands a fine view ; oppofite to it is 
the town-hall, which foi'ms one fide of a 
large fquare \ on the wall of which are fe- 
veral antique infcriptions. There is at 
the bottom of the Rue Franfoife, an enor- 
mous 
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mous ftatue of Pierre Peerne, which (to 
amufe the people) they paint, and crowa 
with laurels every year, Hiftory fays,, 
that when Bezicrs was tiiken by the Eng- 
lifh, this valiant captain hindred them 
ever taking poffcflion of the grandeft and 
moft opulent ftreet ia the town^ The 
tv\ i- . of this city are clleemed the mofl: 
dci;^ ■: 1 in France. The iiihabitants- 
are 1li,>. Vd about 10. 000, whofe riches 
prin».^pa ; ronfitl in corn, wine and oiL 
There are a few tnanufaftures in woollen 
and filk. The houfhs. are tolerably built,, 
but the ftrects narrow,, irregular, and bad- 
ly paved.. 

I now propofe to embark you on the 
royal canal tor Touloufe, where it empties 
itfelf into the Garonne, and is twenty four 
leagues diftant. The expedition will both 
delight, and aftoniih you, as it is. the moft 
admirable and ufeful invention of the 
kind in Europe, and pours, with its ftream, 
riches, plenty, and the produce, of all fo- 
reign countries, into every province,, town, 
and village it comes near, by opening a 
free communication between th? Weftern 
Ocean, and the Mediterranean Sea. Hif- 
tory lays, that the Romans had firft con- 
ceived the defign of this canal ; but that 
the inequality of the earth, the mountains,

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. the forefts, and the nvers that oppofed itS' 

♦ paflagcs, had appeared fuch unfurmount- 
^ able obftacles, as to oblige thctn to lay a- 

* fide their intention: but Paul Riquet, a 
^ Frenchman^ who, (according to the fame 

hiftory) was niore refolute and enterpriz- 
. ing than any of the Romans, undertook 
to complete this grand defign in 1666 v 
and, before his death, had the fatisfac- 
tlon to fee it brought to the greatcft per- 
feftion. 

iThis indefatigable projedor removed 
all thefe inconvenienties, either by fluices^. 
which contain the water in the dclcents ;. 
in piercing mountains, building bridges,, 
or rather aquedudts, under which thofe 
torrents and rivers pafs ; there are fifteea^ 

* of thefe fluices, on the fide of the ocean ;, 
and forty- five,, on that of the Meditcr- 

• ranean ; and thirty-feven aquedut5ts, thro*^ 
which thefe heavy barges pafe -, in^ general 
carrying between fifty and fixty tons : rn 
different places, there are eight bridges, 
forming one beautiful arch, tor carriages 
to pafs on either fide.

, of a vaft depth -, underneath which there 
are feveral brafs cocks of an enormous 
fize •, which, when the canal wants water, 
are open'd by iron bars, to fupply it : there 
are three rivers conftantly emptying them- 
fclves into this refervoir. 

This canal, during the months of Julf, 
Auguft, and September, is let to become 
dry, in order to its being clean'd out, as 
it is a (landing water •, confequcntly a 
great deal of mud is collected, and the 
people employed in the craft, arc prefixed 
to work on this occafion if they chu/e it» 
which is the moft eiflential means of having 
that bufinefs eflfe&ually done; as it is 
much their intereft it fhoiild be fo. This 
i^op is not the lead hindrance to trade ; 
as at that feafon the people are employed 
on their harveft and iliaking then* wines. 

The barges are all mark'd wtih the ma- 
fter's i^iame, numbered, and the prices of 
freight ftipulated according to the diftancc 
they carry it : and through their whole 
condufb, the greateft care and regularity 
is obfcrved. I wias credibly informed^ 
that when the canal ill tkan'd out,, though 
it is termed fixty let^g^s in length, thaif 
they can float all the craft in three days i^ 
from whence we can form fome idea of the 

excellence 
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excellence of the \wbrK«/ the plendful 
fupply of water; and with what joyful 
rapidity it rufhes forth to the public 
good. 

This canal is faid to coft thirteen mil- • 
lion of livres ; half of which was fupplied 
by the province, and the reft liberally . 
given, by that grea: encourager of arts 
and fciences, Louis X^V. and ftJl, as a . 
greater mark of his unbo:j*^dc 1 generofity, 
granted to Riquet (the proprieror^ and 
his male heirs, all the jurifdidion'and 
revenues belonging to it; fo that the 
crown does not come into poireflion till • 
the extinftion of that line : all goods 
tranfported on it, pay for every hundred' 
weight twenty fols ; and the king himfelf 
pays the fame for military ftores, &c. fo 
that the revenues, (cfpeciaUy in time of a 
brilk trade) are very confiderable. How- 
ever, the charges attending it are alfo very ' 
great ; for it is calculated that the falaries 
of the feveral directors, receivers,, compt- 
rollers, clerks, and watchmen, annually 
amount to one hundred thoufand livres, 
befides the great expence of repairs ; and * 
are obliged to keep thofe poft- boats con- 
ftantfy going, and coming, though not a 
paflenger fhould be in them. In one of 
thefc you may again rcaflume your voyage

» or part of France I was in •, the houles 
being all built of brick, (as they have no 
ftone) and the fields covered with all forts 
of grain, which yields in great abundance, 
asthe foil is fo ricK, that it does not want 
raamire oftener thadonce in feven years: 
there are no olive trees to be fcen in this 
country, but innurtierable qiiantities of 
mulberry trees, v^ich bear no fruit, but 
a. fmall leaf in great abundance, with 
which they feed their filk wornas : there 
are very few viaeyards, except in places 
incapable of bearing corn, which indeed 
are rare to be foiMid :• they have an excel- 
lent law in France, which turns but to 
the public good^ but particularly to the 
induftrious poor, and middljing fort of 
houfe-keepers; as it keepsbread in general* 
one third cheaper than it is in England : 
a farnier carmot plant any piece of jground 
with vines, (except it is bis . garden) 
without having tried it three years follow- 
ihjg in different fores of graiit j if he then 

finds 
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finds (after all his chtJeavoiifsr) • thdt tHfr 
produce will not pay his rent, he \% Xo ap-^ 
pear ^before the intendant or magiftrate, 
and make his affidavit, that he has tried 
all ways and 'means to make it fertile ;, 
and that it will not anfwer; in confequence 
of which, he has free permiffioft to turn 
it into a vineyard : was not this law in 
force, ^as they profit confidcrably more 
by their wines) a great fcarcity of grain 
would enfue,. and confeq^uently the poor 
(as bread is the greateft part of their diet) 
miift be driven to great difficulties ; the 
farmers pay their rent in half the pro- 
duce of the earth, which is all that is the. 
property of the landlord, fo that if the 
corn, or vines, are deftroyed, , (which? 
often happens in the Iboth of France, by 
the dcfhriftrvc blights, and mohftrous 
hail that falls) rfic farmer is' not ruixied \ 
and oft the coiitrary, th6 landlorij k en- 
riched by the fiarnaer*s indnftry, in rtiaking 
it (for hisi own advantage) as produ6live as 
he can. But to rctQfn,Toui:guSE i^ rattier • 
large than populous -, aftd not very cOmtner^ 
ciaT; though few cities' iri Europis art better. * 
fituated for that puipoifej; ks by the help 
of the canal, and the.Garonne„ they may • 
tranfpoft their' goods' in thre^ days, cither 
into the MeStifrteeM,' 6t Weftfern , 
y-'-- '*• Ocean. 
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Ocean. This amazing iodolence can be' 
attributed to no other caufe than the 
boundlefs ambition of the merchants, 
who all afpire to have a feat in the c6un- 
cil ; whiv h once obtained^ they and their 
children are then ennobled, and confer 
quently lay afide trade and induflry. 

The minds of thefe people feero rather 
bent on ftudy and amufement ; and in^ 
deed I know no town in France where aa 
Englifhman may learn the polite arts and 
fciences at fo eafy a rate^ or live cheaper,, 
or more to his fatisfaAion on a fmall in* 
come ; for provifions, wine, and every 
neceflary of life, are here in the grcateft 
abundance ^ though the French language, 
(except by the better fort of people) is in- 
fufferably fpoken^ which is the g^teft,. 
and only o^eflion I have to its being the. 
refidence of my countrymen. 

There is commonly a play, and con- 
cert, which with card playing in abun- 
dance are the only amulements. The 
convents, and churches,^ are innumer*^ 
able; adornedwith a profufioa of pictures,, 
knages, and gildings. The cathedral is a 
kandfbme ftruAure, but contains nothing 
remarkable. The Carmelites, the Char- 
treux, and the Cordeliers churches, and 

coAventSj oierit great notice^ "^^ "^%* 

f^i&cently 
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nificently ornamented, and tn great tafte : 
in a cave belonging to the latter, there 
are above a hundred bodies rang'd about 
in great order, (landing upright againfl: 
the wall ; many of tl\em had been buried 
two or three hundred years, in the ifle of 
the church, and had (at different times) 
been taken up, to. make room for others : 
they are in general as well prefcrved as 
any Egyptian mummy I ever faw : their 
teeth in, and fo perfedfc in their features^ 
that I verily believe, were their acquaint-: 
anc^s living, they might eafily recoUedl: 
them. 

The monks value themfelves vaftly 
uponthe virtues of their mother earthy 
on which this church is built \ and they 
daily return thanks to the blefled Virgin 
for this her fignal favour : they are a very 
rich body, compofed of about 120 ; anq 
live (like feveral other orders of monka 
in France) entirely by begging ; which 
they in general do with a moft undaunted,, 
and inda:ent aflurance ; bolting into one's 
chamber without knocking at the door» 
and treating a denial with the greateft in- , 
folence. 

The univerfity of this citv is reputed 
the fecond in France, anci confifts of 
feveral colleges for divinity, law, phyfic^. 

philo- 
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j^hJlofophy, and the liberal arts. There 
18 alfo ' an academy of polite literature^ 
founded by royal patent, which is com- 
pofed of a chancellor, and forty fellows, 
or members, who confer prizes on thofe 
who excel moft in poetry. The town- 
hall is a grand building, and forms one 
fide of a beautifalTquare, richly ornament- 
ed in front with marble pillars* of the 
Corihdiikn^cJfder : tlic iharblcr Ifr' the pro- 
duce of LanguedoG, wfcere there are in- 
numcn'able quarries : this hartdfome build- 
ing has -batcoAie« at every wiftdow^* richly 
gilt, and ornamented with the mayor's and 
aldermehSami^ It is -^alldd the Capitol; 
from wh^ike the* Alderaien are csAled* Ca-

On one fide of thi& hall, is the grand 
regifter in vellum, on which thejf write^ 
ifuanually, every remarkable incident that 
pafles in: the ftate, or town of Touloufe ; 
you thei'e fee the entr9.nce gf fM tbekinga 
and queens : one of which is pretty re- 
markable, as. it Ihews the great duty and 
refped Louis IX. had for his mother, 
to whom the citizens (rf Touloufe had 
refufed a canopy j^ he obliged h^r, at the 
city gates, to get out of Jier (late coach^ 
and mount on a pillion behind him ; con- 
fequently ,the Ciuiopy that was over his 
head, covered the queen eq^ually, and in 
this maixper did he parad^ the towji, and 
brought to fub'mifTion ,thxifc haughty citi- 
zens, who ever after,with great comppfure,^ 

paid her the rcfpcft due t9 majcfty. * • x

Over 
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Over the Garonne there is a handfbmc 
bridge s at the end of which is a trium- 
phal arch, with a ftatue to Louis XIV. 
upon it. There is an Irifli academy^ in 
this town, where there is always a vaft 
nunrtber of catholic ftudents from that 
country, who are educated at an eafy 
rate. The ramparts (being broad and 
Ihaded on each fide by ehns) would afford 
delightful walks, were they not fo pro- 
fufcly and abominably ornamented in the 
fir-reverencc order : in fhort, this beaftly 
cuftom of doing the ofKces of nature^ 
^vcn in the open day, prevails fo abun- 
dantly among theie people, that it is with 
pain a perfon of the leaft delicacy or de* 
cency can walk through their ftreets t 
which filthy cullom, in a great meafure-, 
proceeds from the negleft of the ma^- 
ftrates, though there is a defence in wnt- 
ing, iluck up at the corner of every ftreet; 
but were they to fet men to watch, and 
make a fevere example of fome few that 
were taken in the faft, it, no doubt, 
(like other nuifances) might be cafily con- 
quered : moft of the French houfes are 
without a neceflary, and where there arc 
any, they are commonly on the tops of 
the houfes^ io I fappofe they count it 
kis trouble to drop their daiz}r at the 

door. 
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door, than, like Chriftians, mount to ihe , 
place deftined for that purpofe, which is 
often fix or feven (tones high* 

At my firft going into France, I was 
furprized at haying two chamber-pots 
laid under my bed ; and on enquiring the 
reafon, I was informed there was one for 
each ufe : but upon my aflfuring them 
that the Englifhhad an averfion to odours, 
they thought proper to withdraw one of 
them, 1 think I have dwelt rather too 
long upon this dirty fubjeft ; therefore 
I'll wave it, and proceed to fomething 



more entertammg. 



Without the walls of this town there is 
a multiplicity of delightful walks -, fuch 
as the king's garden, the Efplanade^ and 
by the fide of the river ; all which will 
be more pleafant twenty years hence, as 
the trees are but newly planted, and afford 
but little ihade, which is^ much wanted in 
a fouthern climate. There are on the 
neighbouring mountains, feveral medici- 
Aal fprings, which are as much frequent- 
- cdas Bath and Briftol wells; and equal* 
ly efficacious for feveral diforders \ the 
weak and infirm have a moft comfortable 
and eafy method cf being convey'd thi- 
ther*, which, as it is much more convenient 
than a littec, I iball endeavour to defcribe: 

This 
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Tbfs imclH|ie,or.w-t^w^» as it IS caHed) 
refembles much a round paper ihufF box 
laid upon it$ edge, a door on each fide ; 
within, two feats, one oppoflce the other, 
fuppofed for the iniirin and a fervant ; it 
is very artfully hung between two poles, 
as are the iedan chairs 3 aod the ^notion 
equally eafy ; a mule, or horfe, hamels'd 
before, and another behind, conduit the 
patient with the utmoft eafe and piealurcy 
wherever they pleafe, without either 
being expofod to the icnperdnence of a 
curiQUs mob, or the inclemency of the 
weather : if the inn-keepers on the Bath 
and Briftol roads who lett ipoft chatfes 
were each obliged to have a couple of 
thefc ufeful vehicles (the earpence not 
being great) it would be the means of 
laving;the liye$ of mftny worthy fubjeftsy 
whofe ft#tuo^.f.wiU;!noti aditrit of their 
havsAgfocbofuheirown. 

Yqu feould, befoj»c you leave this, 
country,; hire a horfe and vifit Montau-

placed on a lofty and beautiful pedcftal 
of white marble -, on one fide of which, is 
a confpicuous mark of their weaknefs and 
vanity, reprefenting General Blakcney, in 
a moft fubmiifive manner on one knee, 
rendering the keys of Mahon, and fevered 
trophies of war to Marechal Richelieu ; 

: the other fide is a blank. I told a French 
fea officer (who was polite enough to (hew 
me that as well as every other curiofity^ 

. that it was very unfortunate that France 
bad not been lucccfsfui enough to have 

. taken another town ; as it then might 
have appeared a finiflied piece, in having 
each fide equal-, but Aat I would have 
them fubftitute the Greenwich and •War- 
wick as emblems alfo of their victories by 

' fea; he told nie, with a flirug of the 
flioulders, that this was left to be done 

• the next war- 

The city contains a few Roman anti- 
quities ; but fo much defaced, as to be 
made nothing of, except the remains of 
an amphitheatre, built by the emperor 
Galliiius. The change, parliament noufe, 
cathedral, and Carthufian convent, merit 
attention •, this laft being the richeft, 

* The QI1I7 capital ililpt taken during Ae late 
war, 

and 
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and nioft magnificently ornamented of 
that order, in France, The harbour is 
defended, and commanded by the caftle 
Trompet on one end of the quay, and 
the caftle Haa on the other ; in both of 
which there are garrifons kept. 

Thefe fortifications appear to me to be 
conftrufted on fuch a plan, (having only 
one tier of guns, and nearly parallel with 
a firft rate's upper deckers) as Ihips of 
the line would pay no regard toj for 
they could come within piftol-fhot of either * 
of them, and in half an hour filence all 
that dare oppofe them : but the ftrength . 
of Bourdeaux, I take it, chiefly confifts 
in the difficulty of its navigation, being . 
twenty leagues from the fea ; the fhoaE 
in this river are innumerable, and of lb . 
dangerous a nature, that few merchant 
Ihips that get on them (eiccept on a flood 
tide) ever get off; the bottom being a 
foft mud, and fandy, they make a bed 
for themlfelves 5 and in a tide's time are 
fwallowed up: but could proper pilots 
be procured, I apprehend it would be no 
difficult matter to raife; a million fterling 
of thefe wealthy inhabitants, before they 
could have any alTiftance. 

Six leagues below, the town there is an^ 
ifland oppofrte^ to Blayc', between which 

K the 
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the fhips muft pafs j this channel is de- 
fended by fome guns on each fide, which 
appear to me, as they are well elevated, 
of much more confequence than thofe at 
the tewn. 

The trade of this city, as before ob- 
ferved, is extremely confiderable ; and to 
encourage commerce, a toleration is 
granted to moft nations that frequent it, 
but pnrdcularly the Scotch ; who, on ac- 
count of the fervices they formerly render- 
ed to France, enjoy confiderable privi- 

• leges J and one of the gates of Bourdeaux, 
even at this day, bears the arms of Doug- 

• las : and as fhips from that country have 
peapiar immunities allowed them in 
trade, they Ihip moft of their wines from 
hence. 

' The proteftants, in fome meafure, en- 
joy their religion here with more freedom, 
than in the fouthern towns of France : 
their minifter always appears in a layman's 
habit -, and performs divine fervice in the 
houfes of fome pf the principal merchants. 
The environs of this city are extremely 
agreeable, but the town, quite the con- 
trary; as the houfes (except thofe on the 
quay) arc old, and irregular : the ftreets 
are the fame ; ever dirty and badly pav'd. 
' The garden of the bifliop's palace is aj-. 

ways 
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ways open from two till nine; which, 
with the royal garden, are the moft 
agreealble walks about the city. St. 
Michael's church is remarkable for its 
lofty and well finilhed fteeple: from 
whence you have a beautiful prolpccl of 
the harbour, and (hipping, with a moft 
fertile country adjacent to the town, cover* 
ed with vineyards, corn, country feats, 
and meadows -, through which run many 
pleafing rivulets. 

Your next town to vifit, is Poiftiersr,' 
the capital of Poiftieu, iituated on a hill, 
at the foot of which runs the river Clain : 
it is fifty-two leagues from- Bourdeaux=, 
and feventy-five from Paris : you will, as; 
faid before, find plenty of carriages ; in any. 
of which you may be conducted for i 
louis d'or. If a man was to judge of a 
town for the extent of it, this ought 
to be the fecond city in France, but it is 
almoft defart, and never has recovered 
itfelf fince the civil-wars. The Romans 
erefted feveral monuments ; the remains- 
of which (thoxagh in a very ruinous con- 
dition) do them great honour. * • 

Near this town, in 1356, the Eriglilh 
gained a very fignal vidtory over th^ 
French : in which battle, king John, and 
his Ton Philip, were made prifoners : our 

. K 2 army 
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. army was then commanded in perfon byr 
Edward the black prince. The catheclrat 

- which is dedicated to St. Peter, is richly 
ornamented, and contains innumerable 
antiquities. Here catholic fuperftition 
fcems to have a full fcope : in the church 
of St Hilairc, they Ihew on one fide of 
the organ, a large cradle fix feet long, 
and two and a half broad ; in which they 
fay, if a fool, or a *madman is tied down, 
after the priefts have offered up a few 
prayers to \the blefled Virgin, out he 
comes perfedlly reftored to his proper 
fcnfes : if there was any truth in the vir- 
tue of this cradle-, and all who were 
foolifh, or craz'd, would apply -, the one 
would never be empty, nor the other 
have time for reft or refrefhment. 

The abbey of St. Croix, is a monument 
of the piety of St. Radegonde, queen of. 
France-, it forms a crofs, and was built 
(as they fay) in the time of Charles Magne : : 
it is fumptuoufly ornamented with fine 
paintings, which were prefented by Philip 
William of Naflau, prince of Orange, 
to Charlotte Flanderine of Naflau, his 
fift^er -, who waS at that time the abbefs of 
this monaftery. In this convent is a place 
called the footftep of God ; where it is 
t:onfidently reported that our Saviour, as 

a hand- 
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fome young man, crowned whh glory, * 
appeared to one of th« nuns -, who was 
much troubled at this apparition, till he 
acquainted her who he was j and that he 
came to comfort, and aflure her, that (he 
was the choiceft jewel in his crown : then 
he departed, and left the mark of one of 
his feet in the cell ; and therefore they call 
it, le pas de Dieu : but I fancy (if the 
truth of the matter was known) it was her 
lover, who might have been unfortunately 
furpris'd by the good mother abbefs •, and 
that the above relation is only the produc- 
tion of her happy genius. 

In 1206 the Englifli being before 
Poidliers, they found means to bribe the 
mayor's clerk to procure the keys, and 
open to them the gates of the town : to 
accompJifli which, he awak'd his mafter 
in the night, and aik'd him for the keys 
to let an ofBcer pafs to king Philip \ the 
mayor fearch'd for them to no purpofe 
under his pillow ; and, alarmed that he 
could not find them, haftily got up, and 
put the citizens under arms, and went to 
the cathedral, to thank God that he had 
time to prevent the treafon y and earneftly 
praying to the blefled Virgin, that Ihe 
would aflift him : Ihe, good image like, 
extended one of her arms, and prefented 

K 3 the 
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the keys to him : in confequence of thJs 
miracle, the chapter enjoy many privi- 
leges, greatly to their own emolument. 

About 1000 yards from the gate du 
Pont Jubert, is a ftone in the form of an 
oval, which is call'd La piene levee; 
that is the rifen ftone •, it is twenty feet 
in circumference, eighteen inches thick ; 
and IS placed on five (lone pillars three feet 
high: they tell ftrangers, (with great 
carneftnefs) that S. Radegonde carried this 
ftone on her head to this place, and the 
five pillars in her apron ; and that the 
devil pick'd up the fixth, and ran away 
with it J but antiquarians give a more rea- 
fonable account, and fay, that it is a fe- 
pulchre of the antient poets. 

In the centre of the royal fquare is an 
equeftrian ftatue of Louis XIV. The 
pedeftal (which is of white marble) is cn- 
grav'd all round with various infcriptions 
to the glory of that monarch. This city 
is governed by a mayor, (which of lice 
jcnnobles him) and twenty aldermci> 
They have little commerce, as the inhabi- 
tants are naturally indolent, love fociety, 
and are extremely pcJite and hofpitable 
to ftrangers, though they ftay very little 
time among them, as there are feldom 

any 
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any public amufements ; the houfcs are 
nntient, the ftreets narrow and ill pavM : 
the beft inn is the Grand Monarquc •, and . 
t hree livrgs a day the ji iiiiX-^ - 

Your next trip is to Tours, the capital 
of the province of Touraine, and a parlia- 
ment town, fituated in a fertile and exten- 
five plain, between the rivers Loire and 
the Cher, which join about two miles be- 
low the town ; and paffing by Nantes, 
empty themfelves into the Weftern Ocean. 
The houfes are well built with a very 
white ftone, and make a grand appear- 
ance ; the ftreets are broad, well paved, 
and always clean, occafioned by the water 
from fix beautiful fountains, which keep 
continually running through them from 
different quarters. 

This city has alfo fufFered confiderably 
by the civil-wars ; the inhabitants at that 
time were fuppofed to amount to 60,000 ; 
whereas, at prefent, they do not count 
half that number. The manufactures are 
moftly in the filk and woollen goods, 
though they trade very confiderably in 
wine, wool, and corn. The mall is * 
elleemed the fineft walk in the kingdom, 
being a thoufand yards long, ornamented 
on each fide with two rows of lofty elms, 

K 4 and 
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and commanding a moll delightful pro- 
fpeft : the inhabitants are fo jealous of 
this ornament, that it is prohibited (under 
pain of paying ten livres) to walk there af- 
ter rain, till it is perfeftly dry. 

The cathedral has a moft beautiful 
gate, ornamented in the front with two 
lofty towers : its library contains many 
manufcripts, of twelve hundred .and a 
thoufand years old ; St. Martin's church 
is one of the fineft in the kingdoin, and 
may be ken twelve leagues round. The 
convent of the Capucins is fituated on an 
eminence ; and their terrafs commands a 
fine profpedt of the town, and country 
that environs it. The royal quay is the 
moft fpacious place in the city, and much 
frequented by the citizens to walk on. 
Le Pleflis les Tours, is a royal houfe> 
built by Louis IX. who found it fo agree- 
able a fituation, that he lived and died 
there : this caftlc is built of brick, and 
has magiiificent; apartments for the time 
in which it was conftrufted ; a fpacious 
park, and beautiful gardens, laid out in 
a high tafte. The parliament houfe, the 
academy of polite literature, fome con- 
vents, and the churches above-mentioned, 
merit notice : this city is governed by a 
mayor and twelve aldermen. 

your 
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Your next trip is to Blois, twelve 
leagues diftant j which, if you pleafe, you 
may perform by water, and arrive there 
early in the evening. This town is moft 
pleafantly fituated, partly on an eminence,, 
and partly on a plain, bordering on each 
fide the Loire; over which there is a 
handfome bridge. This city was for- 
merly the refidence of the royal family ; 
at which time, and for many years after^ 
it was reputed that the French language 
was fpoke here in its greateft purity : but 
at prefent, people in general agree, that 
It does not merit that chara&er. This 
town is ratJier large than beautiful, as the 
houfes and ftreets are extremely irregular •, 
its chief ornament is the royal palace, 
which has gardens, fountains, water- 
works, and a park fuitable to the magni- 
ficence of the building : over every gate 
in this city, is an image of the blefled 
Virgin; they were erefted in 1631, at 
which time they had fuffered confider ably 
by a plague; from which, they fuppofed, 
they were happily delivered by this queers 
of heaven, as ihe is ftiled by them. 
There are fcveral magnificent fountains 
in different quarters of the town, which 
are fupplied by an aquedudt, fuppofed to 

K 5 be 
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be built in the time of the Romans. The 
cathedral, Jefuits college, town-hall, ay 
alfo feveral churches and convents, merit 
notice. The inhabitants are fuppofed to 
be about 15,000, and trade chiefly in 
wine and brandy. The curious ought by 
all means to vifit Chambord, a royal 
palacCj fituated in a bottom nearthe river 
Caflbn ; and in the middle of a park 
fcven leagues round, inclofcd with a wall, 
where are kept a vaft quantity of deer : it 
was erefted by Francis I. who, it is faid, 
employed, during two years, 1800 men at 
work. Connoifleurs afTure us, that a- 
mong all the Gothic buildings France 
contains, they can produce nothing to 
equal this caftle •, though it is not, nor 
ever will be finiflied : four grand pavilli- 
ons form the body of this building, which 
has in the middle, a moft fpacious and 
beautiful ftair-cafe, conftrufted on fo in- 
genious a plan, that people may come 
up, and go down at the fame time, with- 
out feeing each other: this (though to 
appearance improbable) is really true. 

This caftle leems, as if it had been de- 
figned for making a defence, as it has a 
canal, and ftrong wall entirely round it, 
with a lofty tower at each corner. The 

chambers. 
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chambers, antichambers, garderobes, ca- 
binets, and galleries, are of an admirable 
architefture, and the gardens extremely- 
beautiful •, that belongina to the queen 
contains five acres, and has alfo a walk 
two miles long, bordered on each fide by- 
two rows of fine elms, only fix feet afun- 
der, which afford a moft pleafing fliade. 
From hence your next journey will be to 
Orleans, which, if you pleafe, you may 
perform by water. 

This town is feated, as Blois, on the 
banks of the Loire, in one of the fineft: 
countries in France \ being extremely 
fertile in corn, wine, cattle, and excellent 
fruits ; and all the rivers adjacent a- 
bounding with fifh, and the fields with r 
game. This city fl:ands in a mofl: agree- 
able plain, atid forms a crefcent: the • 
houfes make no figure, as they are meanly 
built, and irregular •, the ftreets in gene- 
ral narrow, and badly paved. The public 
walk is of a great length, and formed 
where the old ramparts ftood, well fhaded 
with lofty trees. 

Orleans, on account of its fituation, 
and being fo contiguous to Paris, is 
efteemed the grand magazine of the whole 
trade of the kingdom j efpecially in corn; 

K 6 wine. 
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wine, brandy, fpices, and grocery : there 
are feveral manufaftories eftablilhed here 
in the (ilk and woollen way ; and great 
quantities of tanned hides ,are exported 
from hence. Over the Loire there is a 
handfome bridge, which (lands on thirty 
arches ; on which is to be feen a beautiful 
monument, placed on a ftone pede(t^, 
with feveral ornaments in the Gothic tafte \ 
in the center of this monument is a cru- 
cifix, before which, the Virgin Mary is 
fitting in a mournful pofture, with a dead 
Chrilt on her lap ; on her right hand 
is the (tatue of king Charles VII. kneel- 
ing, and offering his crown and fceptre to 
the Virgin •, and on her left, the maid of 
Orleans in the fame attitude : a Iblemn 
procefTion is annually obferved on the 
1 2 th of May, in commemoration of the 
deliverance of this city, which was be- 
fieged by the joint forces of the Englifli 
and Burgundians in 1428, and wanted to 
capitulate to the duke of Burgundy, who 
was then in the Englifh army, ahd their 
ally •, but the Englifti not being willing 
that the city (hould be given up to him> 
he was much difgufted at it ; and Joan of 
Arc taking the advantage of this disagree- 
ment, fallied out at the head of the (bl- 
diers^ and raifed the fiege j from which 

a£tioa 
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aftion fhe obtained the name of thC' 
Maid of Orleans, and has almoft as much 
homage paid to her effigy, as there is tp 
fhat of thfc Virgin Mary. 

In 1 344 this city was raifed to a duke- 
dom ; and was afterwards by Louis XIV. 
given to his brother the duke of Orleans, 
m whofe houfe it ftill continues. The 
foreft of Orleans lies to the northward of 
the town, and is reputed to be the largeft 
in the kingdom, as it covers fifteen thou- 
fand acres of ground, and is interlpcrfed 
with feveral fine plains and villages^ The 
revenue arifing annually from the timber 
cut in this foreft, is fuppofed to amount 
to the fum of 100,000 livres, and is the 
property of the Duke of Orleans, 

It may not be improper here to men* 
tion one, among the innumerable arbi- 
trary laws that prevail in this defpotic 
kingdom : the king appoints peifons, 
who are proper judges of fhip-timber, to 
range aU the woods and forefts of hia 
dominions, immaterial to whom they be- 
long: thefe people, when they find any 
trees proper for the king's ufe, mark them 
with a flower-de-luce, which when done, 
(though it may ftand fome years after- 
ward) the proprietor dares not, under pain 

of 
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I of death, lay an ax to the root of it. 
The timber thus marked, is cut down 

" when wanted ; and the king pays what 
he pleafes, and when he pleales, for 

• them •, which is fcldom more than half 
the market price*

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SECT. XIII. 

General Obfervations on the Climate^ Man^ 
nersj Government^ and Revenues of 

France. 

P RANGE IS bounded by the Britilh 
channel, and the Netherlands, north j 
by Germany, Switzerland, Savoy and 
Italy, eaft; by Spain, and the Mediter- 
ranean, fouth ; by the Atlantic or Weft- 
ern ocean, weft; extending from the 
42 d to the 51ft degree of nordi latitude -, 
and taking up above 1 1 degrees of lon- 
gitude : the moft eafterly part of Pro- 
vence lying feven degrees eaftward of 
London j and the moft wefterly part of 
Bretagne, four degrees odd minutes weft- 
ward. Were it not for the province of 
Bretagne, which ftretches - above an hun- 
dred miles farther into the ocean than any 
other part of the kingdom, the form 
would be almoft Iquare, and the breadth 
and length pretty near equal ; that isj^ 

' about five hundred and forty miles : but 
making allowances for hills andvallies, 

' it is fix hundred miles over, either way. 

The 
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The air is temperate, pretty equally 
exempted from the extremities of heat 
and cold ; which happy fituation occafions 
a great plenty of all things defirable in 
life; as corn, wine, oil, flax, oranges, 
lemons, and all other forts of other choice 
fruits : but the northern provinces are 
conliderably colder in winter than in Eng- 
land; fo that the poor undergo much 
grejater hardfhips in a fevere feafon. 

In other refpeds, France has the ad* 
vantage of any kingdom in Europe for 
trade, as there is icarce a province in it> 
that is not well watered with navigable 
rivers ; moft of which have a communis 
cation with the fea. The Alps divide it 
from Italy; and the Pyrenees from Spain. 

The French, as to their perfons, are, in 
general, of a lower ftature than their 
neighbours, and of a much flighter make ; 
but nimble, ad:ive, and well proportioned : 
their hair, and eyes, for the moft part, 
black ; and their complexions brow n : they 
are merry, fprightly, and acquainted at firft 
fight ; but exceflive vain and talkative ; 
their vanity 4s carried to an unreafonable 
length in their piftures, infcriptions on 
their palaces, ftatues, &c. there being this, 
modeft one under that of Louis XIV. 
" Viro immortal! :*' it alfo makes them 

more 
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more extravagant in their dre6, thart \ts 
their eating and drinking : for though i 
Frenchman eats nothing but foup meagre 
every day in the week, you will rarely 
fee him without his lac'd coat, liDc ftock- 
^gSj powdered hair, and lac'd ruffles, 
which arc often tack'd upon .cither falfe 
fleeves or a fhirt as coaric as a hop-fack. 

The French' certainly do not eat (o 
great a quantity of fofid meat as the 
Englifh ; nor do they often drefi it in the 
feme manner; fbup, fricafees, haflies, 
and ragouts, are preferred before whole 
joints, boiled or roafted ; they chvfe tcy 
keep their meatfo long before it is dreflcd, 
that it b fo very tender, and ftinks lb- 
frequently, that an unfrenchified Englifh-- 
man is fure to be often difappointed at 
his meals : they have great variety of 
wines, which is their common drink -, 
and no doubt contributes as much to their 
vivacity, as the freedom they allow their 
women; for you may really court a 
Frenchman's wife before his face without 
his being the leaft jealous : the women 
indeed are fo us'd to freedom, that they 
are not at all furpriz*d tho* you fhould 
find them doing the offices of nature. 

The nobility or gentry of France, never 
apply themfelves to- trade, or merchan- 
dize j 
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dlze i the church, and army, being better 
fuited to their genius. Their militaiy 
Ikill, it muft be acknowledged, is very 
* great : their being no people who attack, 
or defend, a place better than they do. 

The legiflative, as well as the exfecu- 
feive, power in France, is vefted wholly in 
the lung ; his edifts have the force of 
z&s oi parliament with us ; and he ap- 
points the judges^ and other officers,, 
that are to put them into execution. 

The king has his intendants in every go- 
vernment in the kinedom, who are vefted 
with an almoft unlimited authority : the 
courts of parliament are fifteen in number: 
viz. that of Paris, Touloufe, Rouen, 
Grenoble, Bourdeaux, Dijon^ Aix, Reii- 
nes, Pau, Befanf on, Metz, Dowa, Per- 
pignan. Arras, and Alface : thefe confift 
of a certain number of prefidents, and 
inferior judges, who purchafe their 
places, either of the crown, or of thofe 
poflefled of them, they being for life ; 
unlefs they are found guilty of fome 
notorious crime in the execution of their 
office. 

The parliament of Paris is much the 
moft confiderable in the kingdom; for 
hither, the king frequently comes in 
pcrfon; and here, his royal edifts are 

record-* 
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recorded and promulg'd -, till when, they 
have not the force of laws ; but they muft 
not difpute about the merits of them. 
This parliament is composed of the princes 
of the blood, dukes, and peers of France, 
befides the ordinary judges; and takes 
cognizance of all pfFences committed by 
peers, where the court does not interpofc. 
The princes of the blood have their feat 
and voice there at the age of fifteen, and 
the peers twenty-five; with this difference, 
that the princes of the blood enter as of 
right, but the peers cannot fit there till 
they have taken an oath of fidelity, and 
fworn to do juftice to poor and rkhy 
to obferve the rules of the court, and to 
keep their deliberations fecret. 

This parliament confifts of ten chief 
prefidents, fome hearing counfellors, or 
judges ; four matters of requefts of the 
houfhold ; twenty prefidents, a mortier 
(fo call'd from the fafliion of the cap he 
wears) and 232 folicitors-general, regif- 
ters, notaries, fecretaries, &c. Thefe 
members are diftributed on, firft, the 
grand chamber-, fecondly, five chambers 
of inquefts -, thirdly^ two of requefts : 
befides thefe, there is another call'd the 
Tournelle, which takes cognizance of 
criminal matters, where the nobility are 

not 
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not concerned ; for thefe are tried in the 
grand chamber. 

In the chamber of inquefts, depofitions 
of witnefles are taken, and the proceed- 
ings are by way of bill and anfwer, as in 
the court of chancdy in England. The 
chambers of requefts take cognizance of 
caufes relating to privileged ptrlbns : the 
reft of the parliaments, have much the 
fame diftribution ; on^y tHey are excluded 
from taking cognizance of any caufes 
Vrhich relate to the crown, or the peers of 
the realm : the king's edifts are alfo 
regifter'd in their parliaments, before they 
have the force of laws in the fever al dit 
trifts. 

The civil law generally prevails in 
France-, befides which, every province 
has its peculiar cuftoms ; but the king's 
cdifts, ordinances, declarations and arrets, 
(for by all thofe names are their a£ts of 
ftate calPd) repeal, or alter, any of them. 
Befides the courts, and officers of juftice 
abovementioned, the kingdom is divided 
into twenty-five generalities; every one 
-whereof has an intendant, on whom the 
king feems to rely for the due adminiftra- 
tion of juftice, both civil and criminal, 
and the ordering his finances arid reve- 
nues J

nues ; and to whom all other officers arcj 
in a manner, fubordinate. 

The police through France is confti- 
tuted on a moft judicious political plan, 
and executed with the utmoft feverity : a 
lervant is hang'd for the leaft breach of 
truft, though the value of the theft did 

. not amount to a Ihilling : in all cafes of 
poifon (though the attempt did not fuc- 

^ ceed) the parties concerned are broke 
upon the wheel ; and murderers and rob- 

, bers on the highway Ihare the fame fate : 
fmugglers, if detected in the faft, are con- 
demned to perpetual flavery in the gallies ; 
and all women who are brought to bed 
of a dead baftard child (having not at 
firft declared their pregnancy,) are burn'd 
alive : the feverity or this law faves the 

• lives of fome thoufands annually of thofe 
unfortunate infants : priefts who reveal 

, what penitents confefs to them, have their 
tongues tore out, their gowns ftript off, 
and are expell'd their employments ; and 
any perfon who hath robb'd a church, 
has hi$ hands cut off at the church door ; 

' and at the place of execution (which is- 
always in the centre of the town) is made 
faft to a (lake, and burn'd alive. People 

' 4^ familj^ who are capitally convifted 
(diough not executed) are difennobled; 

aU 
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rdfl their relations (were they a thoufand in 
number) fhare the fame fate; divefted 
of all their public employments, render- 
ed, incapable of ever holding any, and 
all marriage contra<5Vs become void. 

The only good attending this arbitrary 
and inhuman law, is, that it checks their 
nobility, and gentry, from committing 
many illegal outrages, they otherwifc 
might be guilty of, were not their hands 
tied up by the feverity of this law ; many 
of them reprefenting petty monarchs, in 
the villages of which they are feigneurs. 
The taxes ufualiy levied in France, are 
the taille, or land-tax-, the taillon; the 
fubfiftance money ; the aids ; and the 
gabels. As to the manner of levying the 
land-tax, after the king has determined 
•^hat fum he will raife, an order is iflued 
tp eyery generality, what part of it fliall 
be there raifed; then the intendant, 
in the moft equitable manner, (like our 
commiflioners) appoints every parilh its 
ihare. The nobility and clergy are ex- 
empt from this tax, as are alfo the bur- 
ffeffes of Paris, and fome other free cities. 
The taillon was eflablifhed in 1549, for 
augmenting the foldiers pay, and is pay- 
able by the fame perfons as the taille, of 
^Jhich it is about one third. The fubfift- 
ance 
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ance was firft levied by Louis XIV. to 
maintain his armies in their winter quar- 
ters : and is paid in the fame manner as 
the land-taxi The aids are all duties and 
cuftoms on goods and merchandize, ex- 
cept fait. The gabels are the taxes arifing 
from the fait ; the farmers of the gabek 
are obliged to buy their fait at the falt- 
pits, at a certain price, and carry it to the 
ftore houfes cftablifhed by the kmg, where 
it is delivered out to the people. There 
is one of thefe houfes in every great town, 
and the diredors, and other officers be- 
longing to it, are judges of all oflfences 
relating to fait •, and examine, if every 
family takes annually fuch a quantity as 
is prcfcribed them by the government. 
There are befides thefe, the poll-taxes, 
and a tax which has been levied of late 
years, from which neither the nobility, 
nor clergy are exempted ; it is calPd the 
50th penny, or 50th part of the produce 
of the earth. The tenths, and free gifts 
of the clergy, amount alfo to a very con- 
fiderable mm, for they are believed to be 
poffefs'd of a * third part of the lands of 
the kingdom. A large revenue alfo arifes 
from crown-lands, woods, fee-farm rents, 
forfeitures, fines, &c, which are computed 

to 
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ed to amount to fifteen triillicms fteriing 
a year. 

The cftabliflied religion iii Fratice ii 
^1^11 known to be the Roman catholic : 
aH fpnitual cawfes arc <:ogniiable in their 
ccdefi«ftical courts, for any cafe what- 
lbevtT4 provided they are not -bknded 
-with temporal matters, for all tempoml 
matters afc futgeft to lay-jnrifdifition* 
The privileges of the cle^ ^re, fii*, 
lfcey -omnot be brcmrfit before any lay- 
jtrrif3iftion for perwnal matters ; fo on 
the contrary tJicy cannot bring lay-tntn 
before tlieir ^cufefiaftical courte for any 
xattfcwhatfoev^rr ; and, in reai and mixM 
iaftions, the clergy themfelres mufl: try 
their caufes in civil courts : fecondly, 
they are exempt from the land-tax : third- 
ly, neither their moveables which are em- 
ployed in divine fervice, nor their books 
canibeXei^d : fourthly, in criminal cafe« 
they may, if they defire it, be tried be- 
fore the grand chamber: fifthly, aprieft) 
if he is to be executed for any crime, 
muft firft be degraded : fixthly, they are 
exempt from quartering foldiers on them : 
and, laftly, their perfons cannot be taken 
in execution, in civil adtions. 

The king nominates to all bilhopricks, 
and livings, &c. and then the pope fends 

L his 
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his bulls of confecration. The crown 
feizes all temporalities of archbifliopricks, 
and bifhopricks \ which is here call'd, the 
regal; and the king frequently grants 
penfions to lay-men out of bilhopricks. 

I Ihall conclude by moft earneftly re- 
commending it to all proteftant parents, 
to be extremely cautious to whofe care 
they intruft their children, when fent early 
into France for their education ; as I can 
with confidence affure them, that the 
catholics (ever ftrcnuous to make con- 
verts) ufe all their Ipecious and oftenta- 
tious arguments to imprefs their idola- 
trous and irrational religion into their 
tender minds.
